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ALDRICH FORMULATES BANK PLAN 


Outline of the More Important Features of the Suggestions Made to the National Monetary 
Commission by its Chairman as a Working Basis 


N WHAT is probably a crowning effort of his career, a truly 
remarkable document in many ways Senator Nelson A. Aldrich 
has presented to the national Monetary commission and the 
country a currency plan which seeks a middle ground between 

the adoption of the European central bank and the other extreme. The 
plan which goes to the Monetary commission as a basis for its draft, is 
necessarily tentative in its character but it embodies the ideas of the 
chairman of.the commission and will act as a starting point in one of 
the most important pieces of legislation that has been undertaken in many 
years and in fact since the early history of the country. The Aldrich 
plan involves the machinery of a central banking organization without 
the actual creation of the central bank. Instead it is proposed to use 
the name of the ‘‘Reserve Association of America.”’ 

Far from recommending the institution of a central bank, Mr. Aldrich 
uses the term but once, when, in his letter of transmittal, he says: 


(17) 
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‘‘While we have found much that is admirable in the operation of 
the various government banks of Europe, none of them is applicable to 
our needs here. The good results which they obtain can, I believe, be 
reached without the creation of such a central bank. I feel that the 
plan which is proposed reaches those results without being open to the 
objections which may well be brought against such an institution.’’ 


Plan Is In Fact a Federation 


What Mr. Aldrich does propose is the establishment of the ‘‘Reserve 
Association of America,’’ representing what might be called a federation 
of local associations formed by national banks. . 

Analyzing present conditions and the need of change, Senator Aldrich 
says: 

‘‘The suggestions submitted herewith are the result of years of study 
which I have given this subject, and are formulated in the light of the 
great mass of information which the commission has gathered respecting 
both our own banking system and needs and the experience and practices 
of foreign countries. 

‘Tf I am right in believing that the present law has become obsolete 
—and of this there can be no doubt—there is, then, no room for argument 
in regard to the necessity for modernizing the law. 


Seeks as Little Disarrangement as Possible 


‘* Assuming such to be the case, it must be our aim to accomplish this 
result with as little disarrangement as possible. It should be our aim to 
liberalize the present national banking act and to add to it such features 
as are deemed essential, rather than to formulate any plan which will 
fundamentally change our present system. 

‘‘In the light of our experience it is obvious that one of the principal 
needs is to find some method for the unification of our present banking 
institution into one comprehensive system. In other countries we have 
found that reserves are concentrated and used freely in any direction 
where needed. Under our faulty system reserves are so scattered as to 
be unavailable in time of trouble either for purposes of assistance or 
defense. 

‘‘The result of our law has been to create a banking system made 
up of a great number of isolated units, each working within a limited 
circle and each of necessity governed by its own immediate interests, 
without reference to what would be for the greatest good of all. While 
the intelligent managers of individual banks may fully recognize the 
necessity of greater co-operation, they are, under the law, powerless to 
effect it. 

Note Circulation to be Responsive to Needs 


‘‘If we can so amend the present national banking act as to permit 
the formation of an association of all the banks of the country to meet 
these needs, we shall have gone a long way toward solving the problem 
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which is before us. If, then, in addition, we provide a more scientific 
basis for bank-note circulation, so that the volume of circulation will be 
responsive to the needs of business, we shall, I believe, have met the two 
main requirements of a satisfactory solution. 

‘*In addition to that, if we can aid in creating a discount market in 
this country similar to the discount markets in Europe, so that the most 
liquid portion of our bank funds will not of necessity be forced to such 
a large degree as at present into the making of call loans upon stock ex- 
change collateral, but will, instead, be available for the needs of com- 
mercial business, we shall have so broadened our banking methods as to 
bring incaleulable benefit to the commercial life of the country.’’ 


What the Aldrich Plan Involves 


The plan provides a market for the rediscounting of high-grade com- 
mercial paper or bank acceptances and thereby gives credits the long- 
looked-for quality of elasticity. Further, it provides for the slow retire- 
ment of all bond-secured circulation and the substitution of a new note 
circulation which includes commercial paper among its securities. In so 
much the Aldrich plan recognizes the long fight made by the West. Also, 
while it does not locate the Reserve Association’s headquarters at Chicago, 
it also fails to put them in New York. Washington is again named as a 
compromise that virtually favors the West. 


Summary of the Essentials of the National Banking Reform Program 


So well knit is the scheme proposed that it is difficult to state briefly 
the provisions of the plan, but these seem to be the essentials: 

At bottom, local organizations of representatives of banks, formed 
by not less than ten banks each, each bank holding stock in the associa- 
tion in proportion to its capital. 

Directors elected by these to the board of ‘‘branch’’ associations, one 
branch for each fifteen financial districts into which the United States 
would be divided. Each ‘‘branch’’ board would include a certain pro- 
portion of men not bankers, but representing industrial, agricultural, com- 
mercial and other interests. 

The ‘‘branches’’ in turn would elect to the reserve association proper, 
directors, forty-five in all, among whom must also be a proportion of men 
representing interests other than banks. There would be also six ex- 
officio members of this board—namely, the Secretary of the Treasury, the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor, the comptroller of the currency and 
the governor and two deputy governors of the association. 


Governor and Deputy, Appointed by President, Removable for Cause 


The governor and deputy governor of the association would be ap- 
pointed by the President of the United States and be removable by him 
for cause. 

The association would be the principal fiscal agent and depository of 
the government, would fix from time to time the rate of exchange or 
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discount, and eventually its notes would replace those of the national 
banks. Prime commercial paper, passing up from the banks through the 
local associations and branches, as well as bonds of the government, could 
be used as a basis for currency issue. 


Contemplates Savings Banks and Trust Companies. 


The plan contemplates also two new classes of national banks, or de- 
partments of banks, to receive savings and make loans on real estate, and 
also to be in effect national trust companies. 

National banks would be permitted to form branches only in their 
own immediate communities, and they could also be organized for business. 
mn foreign countries.

THE BANKER AS A PUBLIC TRUSTEE

ry ARTLIN G defaleations, that have lately been unearthed, make 
it imperative to declare the rights of the people. It is true 
that there are laws specially designed for protection of the 
depositors. But it is doubted if the people, until some flagrant 
failure of duty comes to their attention, know and feel their rights in the 
premises. Surely, first of all, there should be the requirement of honesty. 
If a man sets himself up to practice medicine he must look to the 
state for a license. He is amenable if he tries to practice without an edu- 
cation. If we do not require that bankers have expert knowledge of their 
business ought we not to require them to have common honesty? Of course, 
you say. And yet while there are laws both inside the bank and outside, 
do we as a social body require that honesty which avoids the appearance 
of evil. Certainly we do not. For it is this man who has been making a 
splurge in the community who finally lands his bank in the ditch, and 
we not only looked on complacently but we continued to do business with 
him. If we had any doubts as to ‘‘where the money came from’’ we kept 
them to ourselves. We, the public, did not think! We liked the man, 
and we let him make us like him with his extravagant methods of living 
and with his quality of being in the front of every movement calculated 
to improve the town and thus make our own individual business a grain 
or two better. We contributed negatively to a state of affairs that finally 
cost the stockholders a large sum of money; or, even worse, went so far 
as to lose the money of the dependent ones of the community who also 
did business at the bank, partly because we did. Is it not so? 


Bankers Cannot Escape Responsibility to Public 


Because there is a dilatoriness on the part of the public, it is the more 
incumbent on the banker that he consider himself in the light of a trustee 
of the publie’s funds. He is in duty bound to live right. He has no more 
right to ‘‘cut a splurge,’’ occupying a position in a bank, than he has to 
advocate the extravagant living on the part of his clerk. It does not 
matter that he has the money in his own right. If he indulges in these 
things the banker who has not the money and who is stealing to keep up 
appearances cannot so readily be detected by the unthinking. Absolutely 
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and without any qualification whatever the first requisite in the banker 
in a large community or in a small is honesty. It is a simple thing and 
yet it will bear this amplification. 

Honesty consists not only in the avoidance of evil but in that care 
of conduct which serves to emphasize the character which is seen best in 
conduct. Again, it may be reiterated, the banker has no right to live other 
than in a plain and unassuming way. Is this an invasion of personal rights? 
Then make the most of it. It is the one thing that the banker must do 
as a trustee of the funds of those he invites to do business with him. He 
must live right. And then when he does he will be a helper to that alive 
and conscientious community that refuses to do banking business with the 
man who is always living at the top of the pot, and speculating perhaps, on 
other people’s money. It is time that the banking fraternity and the 
community interested in the several institutions came to this conclusion. 
Right living, not society swelldom, is necessary and imperative. And it 
is right because the banker is a public trustee and he cannot escape the 
moral obligation he incurs. 


Right Living A Duty To Community 


Look at the failures and see if it is not true that the man was spending 
money lavishly. True, there are failures through misuse of the loan de- 
partment. But that is another story. In the case of the defalcations that 
have taken so much from the stockholders, and perchance from the de- 
positors, was not the banker setting the pace in his town or city? There 
is a deep reason for making the requirement of plain living. The delicate 
trust which is imposed in the bank by the public demands that men be 
frugal and abstemious rather than indulgent and extravagant. The funds 
which come into the banker’s hands are sacred. He has no more right to 
touch them for an instant for his private use than has one of his customers. 
He must indeed as one banker expressed it handle the stacks of bills as 
if they were cordwood. The covetousness of the man must be at zero point 
when he is handling other people’s money. And so if he has a fine salary, 
albeit that salary will allow certain indulgences which the average man of 
the community cannot have, then for the sake of that complete trust which 
ought to and must obtain between the trustee of deposits and the beneficiary 
let him abstain from all modes of life that are above the average. 

It may be that some will cavil at this and say a man who has the 
money may live as he pleases so long as he is in fact honest. Then let 
him live it out of the employ and management of the bank! For a banker 
and his outside acts are inseparable in the eyes of the community, and 
the man who spends because he can becomes a cloak to the man who spends 
because he would. It is that the latter be at once known by all that the 
former must hold to the duty of plain living. And it is best for the bank 
because suspicion once aroused has many hidden ways of making itself 
known, and the bank will surely suffer thereby. 

How often it is that the banker speaks of the delicate shades of hon- 
esty. Ought he not to practice what he preaches? Take the matter of 
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making a statement for the purpose of getting a loan. The man is required 
to tell privately to the banker his assets and liabilities. Bankers know 
how easy it is to glaze over some of the liabilities. Yet where is there a 
banker who does not delight in the statement of a man who knows to a 
dollar, perhaps, what he is actually worth under the most adverse condi- 
tions, and so makes his statement rather than one who states what he is 
potentially worth and this under the most favorable circumstances. It is 
said that a merchant’s credit is not so good.in these latter days if he owns 
an automobile, that is a small merchant we will say in a country town. 
Not because he may not have the money to pay for it and to pay the 
expense of running it, though this is often questionable, but because of 
the time consumed in pleasure through this means that ought to be devoted 
to business. Conduct thus is a distinct element in making up an estimate 
of character. And ought not the banker to stand exactly where his cus- 
tomer stands? If it is right, speaking now in a general way, that the 
customer indicate his credit making power by means of his conduct in 
life outside the bank ought not the banker to do the same thing? 

It is time that this be brought home to the attention of bankers, not 
because there are many of them who will live beyond their means at the 
expense of the bank’s funds, happily these men are few and far between, 
but because of this very few. It is the banker’s duty to defend his business 
from the aspersions which follow one of these startling defalcations, and 
one way is to prevent them by setting an example in right living. 


Honesty As An Asset 


Common honesty is a legitimate asset of the bank. It is one little 
heeded. Every man is expected to do his duty, in the bank. But what 
of these nice distinctions of right and wrong? Who is to define common 
honesty? One thing is very apparent, there is no means of showing up 
these dark ways to the public save to consider that the man who is spend- 
ing and plunging at the same time is not a good banker, is not a trustee 
who thinks of his duty to his constituency. The banker is in duty bound 
to define his own honesty. He may feel ever so sure of himself, but if 
he continues to set the pace, and perhaps to speculate on the sly with 
his own money he will lay the foundation for that sudden pinch which 
makes him break over for the first time and perchance take the funds of 
the bank, believing of course that he will return them in good time. It 
is the duty of the bank official to himself that he never place himself in 
such a position. To do this he must never speculate, and he must never 
overreach himself in fine dwellings, and luxurious living. 

It would be a good rule if every man in a bank would live entirely 
within his salary. And correspondingly it would be a good thing if every 
set of directors would pay a salary sufficient for plain living and then 
require men to live in its provisions. This may sound queer to some, but 
if we are right about this matter of trusteeship then the duty is plain. 
Common honesty is therefore not only honesty as to the actual taking of 
funds but that form of honesty which distinguishes the demands of duty 
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and lives within such limitations. The public has naught but the outside 
appearances to go by. And it is a matter of common honesty that the 
man live so that there will be no question as to his frugality and income 
being parallel. 


A Teacher of Thrift and Savings 


Let us pursue the idea of trusteeship a little farther. Does not the bank 
profit by the thrift and savings of the toilers and business men of the 
community. There is an economic question involved. The banker is the 
first, in his public talks, to emphasize the fact that waste is criminal. 
Save, save, he admonishes. It is not only that pleasure unnerves the man 
for the consideration of business problems, that waste of money is waste 
of energy, but it takes from that power of the community that goes to the 
good of all. Are there not nations like the French and Dutch that have 
grown financially powerful through the economy of individuals? And does 
the banker not preach this as right living for his customers? Then why 
ought not he to be one of those who are thrifty, and being thus ad- 
vantaged save something out of his earnings every year? He, too, be- 
comes a menace to the community when he wastes his substance in riot- 
ous living. He, too, takes from his depositors when he spends the last 
cent in social extravagance. 

There is a co-operation about thrift and frugality that insures to all. 
Let the banker be to his customer what he would have his customer be 
to him. To ask that men save and then save nothing for one’s self is 
to get more than you give. If there is one in the community who should 
think of this it is that man who prospers out of the savings of others. 
He has no moral right to a manner of living above that of the average 
man in the community. And he ought to admit it by conforming to the 
modes which he asks of his depositors and borrowers. As he has no 
right to borrow in excess from his own bank so he has no right to con- 
sume his energy in false living. Common honesty includes that reason- 
ing and conduct which acknowledges the truth of this argument. 


Publicity Of Private Affairs 


Letting the public know how one lives is a very delicate matter, yet 
there is something to be said that cannot be refuted. Not long ago a heavy 
defaleation occurred in a small Kansas town and after the Cashier had 
gone away, having misappropriated some eighty thousand dollars, the 
newspaper accounts report him as saying all along during his dizzy career 
‘‘everything I touch turns to money.’’ And it became noticeable, too, 
that even when he was visited by an attorney and the directors at the very 
last he spoke in mysterious manner about his Kansas Land. It turned out 
that he never owned more than a few hundred acres of the cheapest 
variety. A good thing to talk about while he was helping himself to the 
funds! If a man can thus wheedle a community into silence and deceive 
his directors, he used the loose leaf system it was said to deceive the ex- 
aminers, then is it not imperative that the boastful banker make known 
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to the community just what he owns and just how it is that he makes 
money outside his salary? 

It is not argued that he should go into details as to methods or 
amounts, but is it not right that he should let it be known, if he is really 
prospering outside, that it is in a legitimate business, and that it can be 
found at a certain place and a certain time? If he owns land ought it 
not to be made plain just what it is? And to say the least, if he is 
making money ought not the community to be taken into his confidence 
so far as to show to them that it is a fact and that it is a legitimate and 
real transaction and not a fictitious and grossly speculative one. Perhaps 
this is a little more than is included in common honesty and yet it is no 
more than is required by the banker of the borrower. The banker is. 
borrowing .all the deposits he can get, why should not he too make a 
statement to the public. 


Life An Index Though Books Deceive 


The general public has nothing, be it said, but the character of a man 
to judge by. It does not see the books and it does not often analyze the 
statements. The man is the bank with many. He may deceive by means 
of some false system of bookkeeping. But if he does not live as he ought 
he surely gives reason for suspicion. This is not to say that a man may 
not deceive by appearing to be frugal and conservative. There is abso- 
lutely no way of coming upon the deceit of some men. If a banker is 
dishonest then it is likely that he will find some method to deceive the 
examiners and the directors. But this is far from saying that the directors 
have no rights over the conduct of the man they employ. It is far from 
saying that the duty is not incumbent of looking into the private life of 
the man who is entrusted with the part of representing the bank to the 
community. Honesty requires that a man be open in his life and conduct. 
And when a man is this he is not practicing a fraud which requires an- 
other fraud on the inside to conceal it. 


Spendthrift Not An Asset To A Community 


Again it may be said of the man with spendthrift ways that although 
he is a hale fellow well met with many he does not enter into the life 
of that portion of the community engaged in saving. He is not as good 
an asset for the bank as a man who lives quietly and mingles with the 
middle class or rather that class not given to social extravagance. Just 
to spend and give lavishly to be a marked figure in the community in 
order to attract business is the height of folly for a banker. The price 
paid for such custom is too great. And this applies to any community 
large or small. The reciprocity of trust requires a different career and one 
consonant with those principles on which the bank itself is founded. 

‘Not only is it the duty of directors to watch the manner of living of 
bank officials, but it is their duty to see that they have enough to live 
on. Let this be not misunderstood. It is due a man, and this is true of 
officials of city banks, not that they have enough to enter an exclusive 
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and very wealthy class of society on, but that they have enough to save 
for their children’s education, their easy old age, and their healthful and 
happy living in the present. The gauge is not what society does. It is 
simply and solely what it will take to give a man these plain advantages 
of time and place, and enough more that he may save to the end of a 
competency at the time he should retire. It is not a difficult computation. 
In the city where there are many employees of varying salaries, not only 
is the importance of the work to be estimated, but the lines of life also. 
And it ought to be a study among directors as to what these salaries 
ought to be, not at all what they may be made and the bank still run. 
Expenses saved here are too often paid for by defalcations that have 
consequences never even heard of by the public. A bank known to its 
employees to have a rotten spot in it, is not one that will command the 
respect and the love of honest employees. 


Duty of Directors to Win Employees’ Respect 


It is as much the duty of a director to study this subject as it is any 
other that comes under his observation as an official. And there is no doubt 
that in large banks especially there would be ample returns for this sort of 
supervision. Not only should the directorate study the man in his con- 
duct but they should study the man in his needs. Taken together they will 
form a defense that will go far toward making the bank impregnable from 
these assaults from within. Then the rest is honesty, honesty, common and 
plain honesty! 


TIPPING CUSTOM IS GROWING 


‘*Tipping gets worse and worse on the other side,’’ said Senator Depew 
in a recent interview. ‘‘A New Mexican told me that at the Savoy in 
London he went to have a wash before luncheon, but saw a placard on the 
mirror saying: 

‘« *Please tip the basin after using.’ 

‘“The New Mexican added that he tipped the waiter, the waiter’s two 
helpers, the man who gave him his hat and gloves and the man who whistled 
for a taxi. The vehicle rolled out into the Strand, and our friend leaned 
back with a sigh of relief, when he discovered a boy in buttons running 
along beside the window. 

‘* “Well, what do you want?’ said the New Mexican savagely. 

‘**A few coppers, sir—accordin’ to the usual custom, sir,’ the boy 
panted.

BANKER AS GUARDIAN OF THE SOIL 
By DR. CYRIL G. HOPKINS 


Professor of the University of Illinois, Champaign 


\ 


JH ERE is no need to remind you that agriculture is the basic sup- 
port of American industry and prosperity, and that the fertility 
of the soil is the absolute support of every form of agriculture; 
but there is need to remind you of what agriculture has done 

and is doing for the soils of America. 
From the beginning even until now the American farmer in general, 


and the Illinois farmer in particular, has almost invariably followed the 
plan of working the land for all that’s in it. He has practiced, and still 
practices, every expedient known to man to get the fertility out of the 
soil without making, and in most cases without attempting to make, any 
adequate return. 

The ten-year average yield of wheat in the United States is 15 bushels 
per acre, while Germany’s average is 28 bushels, England’s 32 and Den- 
mark’s more than 40 bushels per acre, and still we continue to wear out 
our soils. 

How Our Soil Yield Compares 


If we consider the crop statistics of the United States Department of 
Agriculture for the twelve North-Central States, from Ohio to Kansas, 
and from Cairo to Canada, a comparison of two 20-year periods, from 
1866 to 1905, as reported in the last Year Book, shows the average yield 
of wheat to have increased only one-half bushel per acre, while the average 
yield of corn has decreased 2 bushels per acre during the same forty years. 
Thus, notwithstanding the great areas of rich virgin soil brought under 
cultivation in the West and Northwest during the last forty years, not- 
withstanding the great extension of dredge ditching and tile drainage and 
notwithstanding the improvement in seed and in implements of cultiva- 
tion, the average yield per acre of the two great grain crops 
of the United States has not even been maintained, the de- 
erease in corn being greater than the increase in wheat; and this is

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true not only for the great new States of the corn and wheat belts, but 
also for the entire United States; and the only means by which we have 
been able to properly feed the continued increase in our population has 
been by largely increasing our acreage of cultivated crops and by mark- 
edly decreasing our exportation of food stuffs; but, notwithstanding these 
increased supplies of food for our home use, the recent committee of the 
United States Senate appointed to investigate the high cost of living 
reports that the average cost of farm produce has increased 39.8 per cent 
since 1900, and this includes the common necessaries of life as well as the 
luxuries. On the other hand, if the crop statistics of the United States 
Department of Agriculture were to be accepted as trustworthy, then there 
‘is no shortage, but instead, an enormous surplus of food stuffs for our 
present population. ' 








Refers to Government and State Statistics 


Under the Illinois laws about 1,500 township assessors report to the 
Illinois State Board of Agriculture the acreage of the various important 
farm crops grown in all the townships of the State. A comparison of two 
five-year periods, 1895 to 1899 and 1905 to 1909, shows that the average 
area of corn grown in Illinois increased in ten years from 6,950,000 to 
7,340,000 acres, according to the assessors’ returns, working under the 
same law during this entire period; whereas, according to the estimates 
reported by the United States Department of Agriculture, the Illinois 
corn area has increased from 6,910,000 to 9,700,000 acres. In other words, 
the State assessors report an increase of less than 6 per cent, while the 
Federal report shows an increase of more than 40 per cent in the average 
Illinois acreage of corn. 

If we consider our three great grain crops—corn, oats and wheat— 
the Illinois State report shows the total average production to have de- 
creased by 1 per cent during this ten-year period, but the Federal crop 
report credits IHinois with an increase of 41 per cent in her production 
of grain during the same period. 





















Some Data Not Supported by Conditions 















All of these comparisons seem to reveal the influence of a strong 
spirit of optimism on the part of the Federal Department of Agriculture, 
which, however, is supported neither by the assessors’ report nor by the 
existence of any important reserve supplies, nor by the increased price of 
grain and meat and the high cost of plain living. In the last report of 
the United States Secretary of Agriculture it is stated that the value of 
our agricultural products rose from $4,417,000,000 in 1898 to $8,760,000,- 
000 in 1909, an increase of 100 per cent in eleven years; but shall we re- “Fr 
joice or weep when we consider that this enormous increase in value is 
not due to improvement of soil but to the estimated increase of acreage 
in crops and to the actual increase in prices for food that must be paid 
by our own citizens? 
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It is not only appropriate but imperative that we honestly face the 
facts and seriously consider the gravest situation that has ever confronted 
this great nation. The problem which now confronts America is nothing 
less than the maintenance of our own prosperity and civilization; for 
civilization depends upon education, and only a prosperous nation can 
afford the general education or trained intelligence of its people. Poverty 
is at once helpless and soon ignorant and indolent. An impoverished peo- 
ple cannot have adequate schools or schooling. Thus, in India there is 
but one school for five villages, as an average, and 90 per cent of the men 
and 99 per cent of the women in that great Aryan country can neither 
write nor read. 


Science of Agriculture Unknown to Our Farmers 


The American farmer has learned well the art of agriculture in the 
hard school of experience, but the science of agriculture is almost un- 
known to him; and unknown not only to the farmers and land owners, 
but also unknown to the statesmen, unknown to the local public officials, 
unknown to the teachers of the common schools, and unknown to the 
preachers, to the merchants, to the grain dealers and to the average 
banker. All these people must learn the science of agriculture in order 
to exert an influence which they must soon exert upon the practice of 
agriculture, if systems of positive soil improvement are to be generally 
adopted in this country before it is forever too late. To you, bankers 
of Illinois, more than to any others, is both the opportunity and the re- 
sponsibility for the preservation of Illinois soils. 


Problem of Soil an Important One 


No greater problem ever confronted any nation than now confronts 
the United States, but the solution is plain: 

First.—The rapid investigation of the farm lands in every State should 
be inaugurated, and this should be followed by the wide dissemination of 
information relating to practical methods for their improvement and per- 
manent preservation. This is local work and is best done by the State 
institutions and organizations directly responsible to their home people; 
while the Federal Government must direct and control the investigation of 
the Federal lands; but, because the total revenue of the State Govern- 
ment is only one-tenth as great as the State’s ‘‘share’’ of the Federal 
revenues, the Federal appropriations to the State agricultural institutions 
should be largely increased for the specific purpose of soil investigation, 
and, preferably, of course, in direct proportion to the acreage of farm 
lands in the respective States. All public schools should offer some in- 
struction in the principles which must underlie systems of permanent ag- 
riculture, special attention being given to local soils and crops, so far 
as practicable. Further, every man and woman of trained mind should 
at once proceed to acquire information and to exert influence along these 
lines.

Second—Just and adequate laws should be enacted by the nation for 
the better control of immigration, and by the States for preventing the 
reproduction of every form of degeneracy, whether revealed by insanity, 
criminality, idiocy, deformity or beggary.

FINANCING A COTTON CROP 
By JOHN J. ARNOLD* 


Vy E subject of cotton bills of lading and the financing of a cotton 
crop are exceedingly important and interesting ones. During 
the year which is just drawing to a close much has been printed 
in the daily papers concerning the controversy between the 

European bankers and buyers of cotton on the one hand and the American 
bankers and exporters of cotton on the other. This, of course, makes the 
question a live one at the moment, but even if this quest for information on 
the subject did not exist, the production of cotton in our country in itself 
would be most interesting. Henry Grady once exclaimed— 


‘‘The world waits in attendance on its growth; the shower that falls 
whispering on its leaves is heard around the earth; the sun that shines on 
it is tempered by the prayers of all the people; the frost that chills it and 
the dew that descends from the stars are noted, and the trespass of a little 
worm upon its green leaf is more to England than the advance of the Rus- 
sian army on her Asian outposts. It is gold from the instant it puts forth its 
tiny shoot. Its fibre is current in every bank and when, loosing its fleeces 
to the sun, it floats a sunny banner that glorifies the fields of the humble 
farmer, that man is marshaled under a flag that will compel the allegiance 
of the world and wring a subsidy from every nation on earth.’’ 


World’s Production of Cotton 


The world’s production of cotton is approximately 17,000,000 bales an- 
nually, of which in round figures 12,000,000 bales are grown in the Southern 
States of our country. The East Indies produce approximately 3,000,000 
bales; Egypt, 1,500,000; Brazil, etc., 200,000. In India the production has 
been decreasing, while through the modern methods of irrigation employed 
in Egypt the production of that country has shown a steady increase dur- 
ing the last few years. The soil of India is well adapted to cotton growing 
but the climate is not so favorable, being too wet in some places and too 
dry in others, and the average yield per acre in only one-half the average 
of the American yield.

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As civilization advances the demand for cotton goods must necessarily 
become greater. When the many millions of the inhabitants of the uncivi- 
lized portions of the world will have been taught the use of clothing, who 
shall supply the demand? As already indicated, India is not likely to be 
able to very materially increase her output, and even though Egypt should 
cultivate her available soil, the limit will soon be reached. 


Enormous Requirements of the Future 


It is estimated that to clothe the entire population of the world would 
require an annual production of 42,000,000 bales of 500 pounds each. It 
would appear, therefore, to be safe to predict that the cotton industry will 
continue to expand until the people of the inhabited earth are clothed 
with the product of the loom. Although the United States, at the present 
time, contributes approximately 70 per cent of the world’s cotton crop, it 
is altogether likely that as time advances the percentage must and will be 
increased. It is claimed that we have enough available idle land to grow 
30,000,000 bales annually with the present low average yield per acre. In 
the 12 cotton states, only one acre in 17 is now planted with cotton and only 
one acre in 11 of the cotton production counties. In all only about two- 
fifths of the farm lands of the South are as yet improved for any sort of 
crop. 

Problem of Financing the American Crop 


To us, as Americans, the question of financing this immense production 
should not only be of great interest but also of concern. Years ago when 
many of the Southern farmers were quite poor, hundreds of them lived 
practically from hand to mouth, while a larger number were compelled to 
seek financial aid in order to enable them to even plant the seed. This was 
given by cotton factors, who advanced money to the needy cotton grower, 
taking as security a lien on his crop. This is still practiced, although to a 
smaller extent. The usual advance is $10 or more on the bale, is extended 
often at the highest legal rate of interest. By borrowing on the crop in this 
manner the planters are able to tide over the space of time intervening be- 
tween the seeding and the marketing of the crop. 


Cost of Labor Is an Important Item 


The cotton when ripe is picked by hand and spread for drying. This, 
of course, requires the employment of a large number of people—colored 
labor being employed principally. The product is then taken to the gin 
where the seed is removed and the cotton bailed in packages 28x56x42 
inches in size, weighing approximately 500 pounds (including 30 pounds of 
bagging and steel straps), thus having a density of about 14 pounds per 
cubic foot. It is then shipped to one of the larger concentrating points 
where it is assorted according to grade, compressed and marked, the size 
being reduced to 28x56x16 inches, giving a density of 25 to 30 pounds per 
eubie foot. The cotton is now ready for shipment to the mill or for export. 
In many instances, however, the cotton is merely sent on consignment to 
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the cotton factors, who put the same in storage, making an advance of pos- 
sibly 60 to 70 per cent of the market value and when the cotton is finally 
sold the cotton factors are reimbursed for the amount advanced plus in- 


terest, insurance and storage charges and the balance is remitted to the 
shipper. 


Cotton Factors Necessarily Are Heavy Borrowers 


While the cotton factors are usually of strong financial standing, they 
necessarily must be heavy borrowers during the season on account of the 
large advances made by them on cotton stored in their warehouses and, 
although they do not own the cotton outright, their bankers do not hesitate 
to make loans, taking the stored cotton as security. Outside bankers would 
not need to hesitate in making advances by way of loans secured by cotton 
thus stored were all of the cotton handled in this way. 


Where the Recent Weak Spot Was Found 


Much of the article is sold by the farmers to the mills direct, or if not 
direct, through the medium of cotton buyers. This cotton is delivered to 
the railroads, who issue bills of lading which are delivered to the shipper, 
who in turn draws his draft on the consignee, attaches bills of lading, in- 
surance certificates, etc., and negotiates the document through his local 
banker. These local bills of lading are eventually delivered to the con- 
signee by his bankers, who charge the draft to his account. The consignee 
then delivers the cotton to the compress and in return receives compress 
receipts, which at the close of the day’s business are delivered by him to 
his bankers, who hold the same as collateral against his obligation caused 
by the bank having honored the draft drawn against the shipment to the 
consignee’s debit. In the event of the consignee making sale to an American 
mill, new local bills of lading are secured from the railroad and the con- 
signee, who now becomes the consignor, in turn draws his draft on the mill 
in question through his bankers, who credit his account for the amount thus 
drawn, less gxchange. In this way it becomes necessary for the cotton 
men to constantly make exchanges and it is customary at the opening of 
business each morning for the cotton men to call upon their bankers, who 
deliver to them the wallet in which all the collateral of the particular firm 
in question is kept, and the same is in possession of the cotton men until the 
close of the day’s business. 


Times Which Banks Are Without Collateral 


It will, therefore, be seen that in this way the banks, during the entire 
day, are without the collateral against which they have made advances. 
This makes the question of moral standing and character of the cotton men 
of the greatest importance to the bankers of the South. This method of 
handling collateral, however, makes it almost impossible for northern and 
eastern bankers to make loans against the same. 
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THE BANK DEPOSIT guarantee laws of 

Oklahoma, Kansas and Nebraska have 
been declared constitutional by the United 
States Supreme Court, which handed down 
its conclusions in the matter on Jan. 3. 
The ruling was that of seven members of 
the Court (Justices Willis Van Devanter 
and Joseph R. Lamar not having been 
sworn in until Jan. 3), and was an- 
nounced by Justice Holmes. The proceed- 
ings involving the Oklahoma law were 
brought to the United States Supreme 
Court by the Noble State Bank of Noble, 
Okla., following ‘the action of the Okla- 
homa Supreme Court in upholding the 
constitutionality of the Act in an opinion 
rendered Sept. 10, 1908. The Kansas suit 
was instituted by certain State banks, 
headed by the Assaria State Bank of 
Assaria, Kan. An unsuccessful effort had 
been made in this instance to restrain 
the State officials from enforcing the law, 
Judge J. C. Pollock of the United States 
Circuit Court of Kansas having on Dec. 
24, 1909, dismissed the case. The banks 
represented in the action did not desire 
to participate in the guaranty. system and 
contended that, while the law was not 
compulsory in letter, it was in spirit, and 
that they were practically forced to par- 
ticipate or losé business because of dis- 
crimination. Judge Pollock, however, held 
that the law was not compulsory in any 
way, and that the plaintiffs could avail 
of it or not as they chose. The Nebraska 
law having been declared invalid on Oct. 
16, 1909, in the Federal Court at Lincoln, 
by District Judge Thomas C. Munger and 
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Cireuit Judge Willis Van Devanter, an 
appeal from that decision was entered in 
the United States Supreme Court in Jan- 
uary, 1910. Although the Federal Court 
in its findings passed on the three cases 
separately, an extended opinion was given 
only in the Oklahoma ease, the other two 
being based on that of Oklahoma. The 
Noble Bank, plaintiff in the latter case, 
had refused to pay into the guaranty 
fund the assessment of 1 per cent origin- 
ally required under the law (and later 
increased to 5 per cent), on the ground 
that it was unjust and unconstitutional as 
taxing one person for the benefit of an- 
other, besides taking away property with- 
out due process of law. The Court, while 
acknowledging that under the law a por- 
tion of the bank’s property might be 
taken without return to pay the debts of 
a failing rival in business, points out 
that, notwithstanding the legal force of 
this objection, there are more powerful 
considerations to be taken into account. 


A PAN AMERICAN commercial confer- 

ence, more practical and comprehensive 
than any trade gathering ever assembled 
in the national capital, will be held dur- 
ing the week of February 13-18, under the 
auspices of the Pan American Union, for- 
merly known as the Bureau of American 
Republics, in the auditorium of the new 
building of the Union, Washington, D. C. 
Its purpose and plan, as announced by 
Director General John Barrett, will be 
that of awakening the commercial organi- 
zations, representative Wmsiness men and 
general public of both North and South 
America to an appreciation of the possi- 
bilities of Pan American commerce, and 
the necessity of preparing for the opening 
of the Panama Canal. Through the co- 
operation of the Department of State, dip- 
lomatie and consular officers of the United 
States accredited to Latin America, either 
home on leave or detailed for this pur- 
pose, will deliver addresses describing 
trade conditions and opportunities based 
upon their official investigations and ob- 
servations. The diplomatic and consular 
officers of the twenty Latin American na- 
tions accredited to the United States will, 
on the other hand, be invited to discuss 
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the subject from the standpoint of their 
countries, particularly with reference to 
the exchanges of commerce and the exten- 
sion of the market for their products in 
the United States. The practical side of 
the meeting is further shown in the fact 
that the best export and import trade ex- 
perts, both official and private, aside from 
diplomatic and consular officers, will give 
talks on those particular subjects which 
manufacturers, exporters and importers 
not yet familiar with the field wish to 
hear discussed, such as ‘‘Credits,’’ ‘‘ Trade 
Marks,” ‘‘ Tariff Regulations,’’ ‘‘ Banking 
Facilities,’ ‘‘Packing,’’ ‘‘ Advertising,’’ 
‘“Catalogues,’’ ‘‘Freight Rates,’’ ‘‘Steam- 
ship Routes,’’ ‘‘Laws Governing Salesmen 
and Samples,’’ ete. 

The conference will have a novel fea- 
ture in that it will consider the exchange 
of trade—imports as well as exports—and 
the opportunities not only of the United 
States to extend the sale of its products 
in Latin America but of Latin America 
to sell its products to the United States, 
for only upon the basis of reciprocal ex- 
change of trade can a permanent large 
commerce and lasting good relations be 
built up between the United States and 
her twenty American republics. 
Heretofore all discussions and meetings 
have considered only the export field, with 
a corresponding unfortunate effect on pub- 
lic opinion in Latin America and its at- 
titude towards the efforts of the United 
States to increase its commerce with that 
important part of the world. 

Another special feature will be careful 
consideration, from the standpoint of the 
business interests of all the American 
countries interested in the Panama Canal, 
of what should be done to get ready for 
greater exchange of trade through that 
waterway and to gain practical advan- 
tages to their commerce from the day it 
is opened. Heretofore most of the discus- 
sion has been about the wonderful good 
that will come from the Canal, without 
any consideration of what should be done 
now to secure that good. 

The conference will also be unique in 
that no platform or resolutions of a con- 
troversial nature will be considered. It 
will be absolutely non-partisan and non- 
political, devoted solely to educating and

informing those present about the condi- 
tions and opportunities of Pan American 
commerce so that they may return to their 
respective cities, companies and institu- 
tions, and become centers of knowledge 
and information to develop new and prac- 
tical interest in what Pan American trade 
and the Panama Canal mean to the United 
States and its sister nations. 


IRRIGATION SCHEMES have come un- 

der a cloud of late, and bonds covering 
such projects are not in so keen demand 
as they were eighteen months ago. Two 
more ventures have met reverses, and 
bankers have been obliged, it is under- 
stood, to come to the assistance of a firm 
which has been prominent in underwrit- 
ing irrigation securities. The federal gov- 
ernment has also decided to go a little 
slower in providing millions for irrigation. 
The truth would appear to be that, while 
undoubtedly much good can come from 
this method of increasing our agricultural 
product, sufficient care and skill have not 
always been exercised in launching new 
enterprises. Easterners have little con- 
ception of the great vogue irrigation 
bonds have enjoyed throughout the West, 
where the high income yields offered 
proved alluring. The probabilities are 
that in due course this class of security 
will again come to the front. The de- 
velopments in this line of financing in the 
last few months makes the articles by 
Frank M. Huston in The Rand-McNally 
Bankers’ Monthly a year ago, in which 
he sounded the note of warning seem to 
have been almost prophetic. Without 
wishing to appear immodest The Bankers’ 
Monthly wishes to call attention to the 
fact that it was really the first of the 
magazines to point out the dangers that 
confronted us through this line and method 
of financing in a comprehensive presenta- 
tion of the subject. 


LAWRENCE O. MURRAY, Comptroller of 

the currency recently sent a circular 
letter to the examiners containing this in- 
formation: 


In order to protect depositors and other 
creditors, it recently became necessary to 
force a national bank into voluntary liqui- 
dation after its solvency had been restored 
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by a contribution from the directors. It 
is believed that this bank was actually in- 
solvent for at least two years before its 


suspension, the examiners being unable to, 


determine its exact condition largely be- 
cause the management intentionally re- 
fused to keep a proper record of its busi- 
ness transactions. 

During these two years the bank car- 
ried comparatively little past due paper, 
all of the notes having the appearance of 
being promptly paid or renewed. The 
bank had no discount register, and the 
various earning accounts were kept in 
such a manner as to make it practically 
impossible to audit these accounts. 

By this method of accounting the man- 
agement of the bank, without detection by 
the examiner, had the doubtful and worth- 
less notes renewed with the interest added 
to the note at the time of renewal. This 
interest on worthless paper, which had not 
been collected, was credited to some one of 
the earning accounts, and, as dividends 
were regularly paid, this practice resulted 
in paying the capital out to shareholders 
in dividends. 

Every national bank must keep a set of 
books from which the examiners can de- 
termine its exact condition. 

If, on your next round of examinations, 
you find a bank the exact condition of 
which is not clearly shown by the various 
books in use, you will please report that 
fact by telegraph to this office and advise 
the management of the bank that it will 
be given thirty days in which to install 
the necessary books. At the end of that 
period you will return to the bank at its 
expense for the purpose of determining 
whether or not compliance has been made 
with your instructions, and if, upon your 
return, the necessary books have not been 
installed, you will remain in the bank at 
its expense until such books are installed 
under your direction and supervision. 


ONE INNOVATION suggested by Comp- 

troller Murray should prove beneficial 
and yield fruit. The comptroller of the 
currency has asked the banking superin- 
tendents all over the country to delegate 
one of their examiners to attend meetings 
of national bank examiners to be held 
early in July. It is suggested that each 
State representative prepare a paper to 
be read before the joint conference, and 
in this way matters of importance would 
be brought under the notice of examiners 
throughout the United States. The State 
and the national examiners could no doubt 
enlighten one another on the problems 
that are constantly arising in the banking 
world, and something could be accom- 
plished in the way of securing co-opera- 
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tion. Already several State superinten- 
dents issue calls simultaneously with the 
ones sent out from Washington, and a 
useful purpose would be served if statis- 
tics could be secured on the same day 
from all classes of institutions. 


INDEX NUMBER SLIGHTLY HIGHER 

Though commodity prices did not show 
much change during the period December 
1 to January 1, the tendency was slightly 
higher. In other words, the Bradstreet 
index number for the first of the new 
year was $8.8361, an advance of five-tenths 
of 1 per cent over December, but a decline 
of 4.2 per cent from the high record set 
up on January 1, 1910. The present fig- 
ures indicate a rise of 6.9 per cent over 
those of January 1, 1909, and of 6.5 per 
cent over the like date in 1908. Compari- 
son with January 1, 1907, when prices 
were gaining in strength, reveals a de- 
cline of only nine-tenths of 1 per cent. 
Contrast with the corresponding dates in 
1906, 1905 and 1904 furnish gains of 6 
per cent, 9.3 per cent and 10.6 per cent, 
respectively. Within the month December 
1 to January 1 twenty-six articles ad- 
vanced, twenty-five declined and fifty-five 
remained stationary. Beef, mutton, eggs, 
butter, hides, cotton and linseed oil re- 
ceded, but sheep, hogs and products there- 
of, codfish, coffee, raisins, currants, tin, 
rosin, turpentine and hops advanced, the 
rises in the last four being especially note- 
worthy. Twenty articles were dearer on 
January 1 this year than they were on 
the same date in 1910, but sixty-one were 
cheaper while sixteen indicate no change.

THE FINANCIAL AND BUSINESS SITUATION

CONSIDERED WITH REFERENCE to 

its bearings on the future banking and 
the business prosperity of the country, 
probably the most important develop- 
ment of the initial month of 1911 was the 
presentation by Senator Nelson W. Ald- 
rich, to the National Monetary Commis- 
sion, of a definite plan for a revision of 
our banking and currency system. This 
is the first concrete plan that has been 
formally presented since the monetary 
commission was established and, far from 
the expectations of the business world, the 
suggestions, which Senator Aldrich him- 
self says are tentative and merely a basis 
for the working out of a complete plan, 
have won much praise on all sides. 

While the plan as outlined may have 
its defects, taken as a whole, it comes 
nearer serving the purpose of giving the 
country an elastic and scientific currency 
and a unified banking system, without 
seriously disturbing the existing banking 
establishments than even the most san- 
guine had hoped for. But, despite the 
fact that the West has been led to be- 
lieve that anything that Senator Aldrich 
does is certain to be favorable to the 
selfish interests of Wall street, the plan 
as devised and presented safeguards, in a 
most remarkable manner, the control of 
the currency machinery against the domi- 
nation of any clique or in the interest of 
any section against another or others. In 
fact, so far does this plan as presented 
seem to favor the country at large against 
Wall street domination that it would not 
be surprising, ere many weeks, that those 
banking interests that are looked upon as 
the leaders in manipulating the specu- 


lative markets will be found openly op- 
posing it. In fact, to one who has studied 
the measure closely, it does not seem pos- 
sible that they could be expected to take 
any other course in the last analysis. 

The most salient features of the plan 
as outlined by the chairman of the mon- 
etary commission are given elsewhere in 
this issue, so that only reference to them 
is necessary here. Subsequently a more 
detailed analysis and criticism of the plan 
will be undertaken. It should be kept in 
mind that many of the details remain to 
be worked out by the commission and that 
this is really only the basis for a detailed 
bill. Oftentimes a bill presents a very 
difference appearance from the prelim- 
inary outline, hence the favorable im- 
pressions received of the plan presented 
by Senator Aldrich do not necessarily 
mean the indorsement of the finished 
product. 

se 

Stripped of its verbiage, the plan pro- 
vides much of the valuable mechanism of 
the central bank without the name and a 
large part of the objectionable features. 
It approaches closely to the provision of 
an automatic currency. It retains the one 
feature from which Scnator Aldrich 
seems unable to divorce his mind and that 
is the regulation of the currency expan- 
sion through a heavy tax. To this ex- 
tent it does not quite come up to what 
many had hoped for. The interior and 
smaller banks are given their local asso- 
ciations, first for their own protection 
and secondly for the protection of the gov- 
ernment. An ingenious way is presented 
of supplanting our bond secured currency 
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with a broader and more comprehensive 
system, at the same time protecting the 
banks against loss through the deprecia- 
tion of the bonds. 

The rediscounting of bills is worked 
out in a way that would seem to meet 
the requirements of all banks, both big 
and small and a solution of the problem 
of eliminating that undesirable feature of. 
pyramiding reserves is presented. The 
influence and effectiveness of the present 
clearing house associations will continue 
under this plan. The fundamental idea 
of safety in passing upon credits is main- 
tained and the reserves to be held by the 
reserve associations shall be one-third 
gold or lawful money and the remainder 
bonds and approved commercial paper. 
This is what the West has asked for and 
it will make the real resources of the 
country available for credit in times of 
stringency. The plan should work out so 
that ultimately there will be such a dis- 
tribution of credit that the large centers 
will not have the dominating influence 
they now have. 

The plan, although called a reserve asso- 
ciation, practically provides for the 
mechanism of a central bank with branch- 
es. The most important feature of the 
plan is found in the paragraph which pro- 
vides that ‘‘the reserve association may, 
when its own condition and general finan- 
cial conditions warrant such an invest- 
ment, purchase to a limited amount from 
a depositing bank acceptances of banks 
or houses of unquestioned financial re- 
sponsibility, providing these acceptances 
arise from transactions. ’’ 
This will enable the large banks to secare 
notes or credit with the reserve associa- 
tion without undue delay of being forced 
to ask smaller banks to pass upon the 
request for credit.

At the same time the smaller banks are 
protected through the operation of local 
‘reserve associations which will prove a 
check on over-expansion and at the same 
time facilitate the credit 
when needed.

The entire plan seems to be worked 
out along the idea of a confederation of 
National banks and a concentration of 
their cash resources, two elements which 
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we lack at the present time. The sug- 
gestions of Senator Aldrich are note- 
worthy as an attempt to harmonize the 
views of the adherents of the traditional 
central bank idea with the views of those 
who advocate the zone system. It is a 
comprehensive and carefully worked out 
plan and will bear close study. That it 
has defects goes without saying, but it is 
now up to bankers and business men to 
seek to remedy these.

Turning to business conditions, the most 
notable improvement has been the devel- 
opments in the bond market. From a 
halting demand for investment securities 
the market has broadened out to such an 
extent that new financing is being under- 
taken and bonds and notes are being 
absorbed in a decidedly satisfactory way. 
Europe is taking our bonds and there has 
been considerable institutional buying of 
this class of securities. That there is a 
large volume of new financing and re- 
funding operations ahead is well known, 
but the outlook is far brighter in this re- 
gard than seemed probable a month ago. 

Industrially, the country is going at a 
slower pace but, measured with other than 
boom years, business is not much if any 
below normal, excepting in the leather 
trade and in steel and copper industries. 
Speculation has been dull and the quiet 
price readjustment movement is still under 
way. The elimination of weak banks in 
New York and elsewhere has strength- 
ened the banking situation materially. It 
now seems sound. The irrigation bond 
situation is slowly working itself out. 

The New York banks have gained 
heavily in cash, but that will easily be 
needed to care for the new financing un- 
der way. There is decidedly a more con- 
fident tone and a feeling that funda- 
mentally the country is in a better con- 
dition to resist the pressure for a com- 
prehensive readjustment of values than a 
few weeks ago. Whether it is strong 
enough to avert such a general readjust- 
ment for the next year or two remains to 
be seen, but many of our most conserva- 
tive bankers, who have given this sub- 
ject considerable thought, believe that 
it is. 





SOME LIGHTS AND SHADOWS 


APROPOS THE CARNEGIE TRUST fail- 

ure in New York it may be remarked 
that the twentieth century thus far has 
been marked with a tremendous move- 
ment in the form of the establishment of 
new banks and trust companies. By many 
economists this is construed as an evidence 
of expanding thrift. But is not the Amer- 
ican tendency of excessive enthusiasm and 
overdoing reaching into our banking field 
quite as strongly as in other of our na- 
tional activities? During the industrial 
combination movement that marked the 
close of the last century there was a 
craze, especially in the East, for organ- 
izing trust companies. In effect the ob- 
ject of these companies was to distribute 
industrial securities, or at any rate to 
handle them. Very few of these mush- 
rooms were permanently suecessful, while 
those which were not successful became a 
source of weakness in the general bank- 
ing situation. New York trust companies 
were at that time not compelled to main- 
tain anything like the same proportion of 
reserve that banks were, yet they were 
permitted to perform all the functions of 
‘a banking and discount business in com- 
petition with the banks. The latter very 
naturally resisted this competition and 
finally succeeded in securing a new state 
law in New York fixing a more substan- 
tial reserve requirement for all trust com- 
panies. 


Wall street now hears that it was Henry 
Phipps, and not J. P. Morgan, who saved 
the Nineteenth Ward Bank from financial 
ruin on Monday last. Mr. Phipps is the 


father-in-law of Bradley Martin, Jr., pres- 
ident of the Nineteenth Ward Bank, and 
it was to him that Mr. Martin appealed 
for aid after Superintendent of Banking 
Department Cheney had notified the man- 
agement that its paper must be turned 
into cash. Mr. Phipps took up the paper, 
representing $700,000, and deposited his 
check in the bank. Then it was suggested 
that J. P. Morgan & Co., as a banking 
influence, be procured to support the bank, 
and the deal was closed whereby the 
Equitable Trust Company absorbed the 
Madison Trust Company. Simultaneously 
it was agreed that the stock held by the 
Carnegie Trust directors in the Nineteenth 
Ward Bank should be sold to persons 
whom J. P. Morgan & Co. approved. This 
sounds plausible at least.

As a result’of irregular banking methods 
by, among others, a Mr. Robinovitch, 
more recently known as Joseph G. 
Robin, the Northern Bank of New. York 
was closed a few weeks ago. A _ sav- 
ings bank with which he was _iden- 
tified was soon afterward compelled to 
take advantage of the legal requirement 
of 60 days’ notice for withdrawal of de- 
posits. Then the Carnegie Trust Company 
which, since its organization in 1907, has 
had a rather sensational existence, was 
closed by the State Banking Department 
as a part of the same general irregularity, 
and this action precipitated a banking 
situation that required all the great finan- 
cial interests of New York City to spend 
Sunday in hastily called conference. And 
it was not until after midnight that affairs 
had been arranged in a form that would 
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prevent runs on various financial institu- 
tions whose close association with the 
Carnegie Trust Company had not been 
popularly appreciated. The New York 
Clearing House, the State Banking De- 
partment and J. P. Morgan & Co. all 
came out with reassuring statements—be- 
fore any general weakness was suspected 
by the public—that everything had been 
arranged and everybody who wanted to 
could get his money.

If reputation, polish, dignity, experi- 
ence and the presence of all qualities that 
make up the high-grade American gentle- 
man and business man are essential to 
the responsibility of a bank, they are 
none the less so in the executive officers 
of our great railway and industrial cor- 
porations. The Steel Trust, for instance, 
has 110,000 stockholders and appeals to 
small investors as offering a safe and 
profitable channel for savings. Invest- 
ments of this character are usually con- 
sidered permanent and a corporation gains 
in strength as its owners are convinced of 
its responsibility. 

The Steel Corporation has thus far been 
rather unfortunate in the choice of its 
presidents, if we view them from the 
standpoint of confidence they should in- 
spire among investors. Charles M. Schwab 
was quite as great an ironmaster as Mr. 
Corey, his successor. Neither is open to 
criticism in regard to his experience in 
the technical branch of the business. But 
it does count among the investors to read 
in the newspapers of spectacular, wild ex- 
travagances abroad and the exhibition of 
qualities highly antagonistic to a popular 
conception of a calm, dignified confidence 
compelling head of the greatest industrial 
organization in the world.

V. P. Snyder’s resignation as president 
of the National Bank of Commerce of 
New York did not occasion any great sur- 
prise in Wall street. When the Morgan 
interests secured control of the Bank of 
Commerce, a general change in the per- 
sonnel of the bank was expected. A year 
ago J. P. Morgan & Co. purchased control 
of the Equitable Life Assurance Society 
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from Thomas F. Ryan. This purchase car- 
ried with it control of the National Bank 
of Commerce. Not long after this tran- 
saction was consummated, Henry P. Davi- 
son and George F. Baker were elected to 
the bank’s directorate. Some stir was 
caused in Wall street after Morgan & Co. 
secured control of the bank, and rumors 
were current that the Bank of Commerce 
and the National City Bank were to be 
merged. In consequence, Commerce stock 
advanced from around 200 a share to 240 
within three months. For a period of four 
or five years up until a year ago Mr. Mor- 
gan took little active part in the affairs 
of the Bank of Commerce. Previously he 
had been closely identified with the bank, 
but through some misunderstanding with 
Thomas F. Ryan he withdrew his support. 
Within the last year, however, it is under- 
stood that the Bank of Commerce has been 
the recipient of some comparatively large 
deposits, principally industrial enterprises 
in which Mr. Morgan holds sway. 

The principal stockholders of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce are insurance 
companies. The Equitable leads, with ap- 
proximately 60,000 shares to its credit, 
and Mutual Life next, with 29,000 shares. 


- Smaller holdings by insurance companies 


aggregate a total of 50,000 shares. The 
remaining shares are held by directors and 
investors. Taking for granted that insur- 
ance companies will be forced to liquidate 
their bank stock holdings by 1912, it will 
be an easy matter for the Equitable to 
make satisfactory arrangements. The Mor- 
gan interests being in control of both com- 
panies, all possibility of any great amount 
of Commerce stock coming in the market 
is eliminated.

Judge E. H. Gary, as chairman of the 
United Steel Corporation, probably ap- 
proaches as close to the ideal as the head 
of a great corporation as any recent in- 
dustrail leader. Polished, suave, keen and 
good natured, he constitutes an acceptable 
avenue for intercourse between the great 
corporation and the public, and as oceupy- 
ing, it would seem, the position among 
representatives of the newspaper press 
that Chauncey M. Depew occupied a few 
years ago. 
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FINANCING A COTTON CROP 


(Continued from page 33) 


If a cotton merchant instead of selling 
to an American mill makes a sale to a 
foreign buyer, which is usually done by 
cable, the compress receipts, covering the 
cotton sold, are taken out of the wallet 
above referred to and upon delivery of 
the receipts to the compress the cotton is 
released to the cotton merchaat, who de- 
livers the same to the railroads and secur- 
ing through bills of lading, which are then 
taken by the shipper to his bankers and 
delivered as collateral, covering his draw- 
ings on foreign countries which drafts are 
usually sold to banks doing a foreign ex- 
change business, invariably on competitive 
bids. These drafts are always drawn in 
the currency of the country on which the 
same are issued. 


How These Bills are Readily Converted 


If for instance a Chicago bank should 
secure any such bills, the cotton mer- 
chants would convert the bills upon the 
Chicago bank, at the rate of exchange 
agreed upon, by drawing his draft in 
United States currency, payable on de- 
mand. This foreign draft, together with 
all appertaining documents, would be at- 
tached to the domestic draft and nego- 
tiated through the local banker in the 
South. The Chicago bank upon receipt 
of such drawing would examine the docu- 
ments to see that none were missing and 
that everything was in order and forward 
the same to its foreign correspondent with 
definite instructions as to the disposition 
to be made thereof. 


Shipping Documents Must Be Regular 

Inasmuch as the bills of lading are the 
principal security back of all these draw- 
ing, it will be readily understood that it 
is of the greatest importance that the 
character of the shipping documents be 
unquestionable. In order that the weight 
of this statement may be all the more ap- 
preciated, let me say that of our entire 
production this year, amounting to ap- 
proximately 11,500,000 bales, 60 per cent, 
or in round figures 7,000,000 bales, having 
value of approximately $585,000,000 were 


exported. This amount exceeds the com- 
bined total of all other of our products of 
the soil consumed in foreign countries. 


Methods of Reimbursement Employed 


Covering the drawings against cotton 
exports, principally, three methods of re- 
imbursement are employed. By far the 
largest percentage is shipped under for- 
eign bankers unconfirmed credits. If, for 
instance, a cotton merchant makes a sale 
to a cotton buyer in Europe, he is usually 
informed by cable as to the method of re- 
imbursement, and if under a_ bankers’ 
credit, the name of the bank is stated, as 
also the tenor of the drawing—at sight, 
3 days, 60 days, 90 days, and in some cases 
180 days. When the name of a foreign 
bank is given as reimbursement, it is un- 
derstood that the foreign buyer has made 
arrangements wtih the bank in question 
for th® acceptance of the draft upon ar- 
rival, and such drawings are always pur- 
chased by the American foreign exchange 
buyer with the understanding that docu- 
ments are to be delivered to the drawee 
bank against its acceptance. After such 
delivery of documents, the American for- 
eign exchange buyer does not look to the 
cotton as collateral, but holds the accept- 
ing bank and the drawer of the bill re- 
sponsible. 

One Reason for Absence of Confirmation 

One of the reasons why the foreign 
banker does not confirm the insurance of 
the credit of the American buyer of the 
exchange is because they do not know by 
whom the exchange will be purchased. It 
is therefore essential that the American 
banker be well informed as to the char- 
acter and financial and moral standing of 
the drawer of the draft, and be it said 
right here to the credit of the cotton man 
of the south that very few of such draw- 
ings have been dishonored. When such 
has been the case, it usually was due 
merely to an oversight on the part of the 
European buyer and has invariably been 
readily arranged for by cable. 

Another Method of Reimbursement 


Another method employed is by draw- 
ing drafts, documents to be delivered 
against payment. This is usually done 
where European cotton buyers have direct 
representatives in the South, who purchase 
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and ship cotton to their principals with- 
out the intermediary of foreign bankers. 
Such drawings are usually purchased by 
the American foreign exchange buyer in 
limited amounts and forwarded to a for- 
eign bank for acceptance by the European 
purchaser, who in turn is at liberty to 
take up the bills as the cotton may be 
needed at any time prior to the maturity 
of the bills, prevailing rebate rate being 
allowed when thus taken up. Another 
class of drawings which are offered from 
time to time are drafts drawn on spinners 
direct, documents to be delivered against 
acceptance or payment as the case may be. 

Percentage Loss Remarkably Small 

When the volume of business transacted 
through the banks in the financing of cot- 
ton exports is taken into consideration, 
the percentage of losses through frauds 
is comparatively small, chiefly four meth- 
ods of fraud have been successfully em- 
ployed. The first and least important was 
that of packing foreign substances of a 
weighty character within the bales. This 
was done to a limited extent some years 
ago, but owing to the modern methods of 
compressing, which result in a bale of 18 
inches in thickness instead of 42 as for- 
merly, foreign substances are much more 
readily detected and it is not considered 
profitable enough to make it a tempta- 
tion to take the risk. 

How the Bill of Lading Was Misused 


The second method of fraud was made 
possible by the loose and careless manner 
in which railway agents signed bills of 
lading before the cotton had actually been 
delivered. The exporter, for instance, 
would go to the agent and state to him 
that he had a given number of bales of 
cotton for export and request the agent 
to issue through bills of lading, promising 
that he would deliver the cotton within 
the next few days. The railway agent 
would: have no evidence whatsoever that 
the cotton, for which he had issued bills, 
would ever be delivered and the exporter 
eould deliver the documents to his local 
banker, negotiate his drafts, take credit 
for the amount, and if all went well in 
the course of a week or ten days, the 
cotton would arrive, be compressed and 
shipped according to contract. In the 
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meantime, however, the banks, who had 
advanced the money had actually no col. 
lateral in their possession. 


Courts Have Held the Railroads Blameless 


In some cases the railway agent would 
have in his possession local bills of lading 
calling for the cotton in question, but 
oftentimes would have only the word of 
the exporter. In several instances the 
railroads of the South have contested 
claims made against them on account of 
frauds of this character perpetrated by 
exporters, the plaintiff in the case claim- 
ing that the railroad was responsible for 
the acts of its agents. The courts have 
held that where an agent exceeds his au- 
thority and acts contrary to the instruc- 
tions from his principals, the principals 
are not to be held responsible. 


Use of the Compress Receipts 


In many cases the original purchaser of 
the cotton ships the same direct to the 
compress, in which case the compress re- 
ceipts covering the cotton in question are 
delivered to the railroad by the compress 
company. These receipts state specifically 
that the cotton is held for account of the 
railroad and shows marks, numbers, etc., 
corresponding with those on the bills of 
lading. It is understood that the cotton 
must either be in the actual possession of 
the railroad company (on its own prem- 
ises) or in possession of the compress (on 
its own platform, which practically is one 
and the same thing. The various com- 
presses are required to furnish a bond to 
the railroads to cover any losses that 
might occur by failure to deliver cotton 
called for by receipts issued by them to 
the railroads. After: cotton, thus shipped 
to a compress for concentration, has act- 
ually been received by the compress, the 
railroads issue through bills of lading cov- 
ering the shipment of same to foreign des- 
tination. A number of years ago the owner 
of a compress in Arkansas issued compress 
receipts for several thousand bales of cot- 
ton, none of which, however, had been re- 
ceived or held by the compress. He then 
exchanged these receipts for bills of lad- 
ing which he negotiated. This was made 
possible only by the extreme negligence 
of the railroad agent, and the railroad 
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company finally paid all losses in connec- 
tion with the same, the party committing 
the fraud going free. 


Recent Methods of Fraud Employed 


The most recent and largest fraud was 
perpetrated by means of forged bills of 
lading. I have reference now to the 
Knight-Yancey & Co., Birmingham, and 
Steele-Miller & Co., Corinth, manipula- 
tions. The firms in question in some way 
secured possession of blank through bills 
of lading, and when an actual sale was 
made by them to a European buyer they 
would fill out a set of ladings, draw their 
drafts on the European reimbursement, 
negotiate the same through their local 
bankers, take the funds and go into the 
market and buy the actual cotton, which 
would be shipped in due course. The 
genuine bills of lading, however, were de- 
stroyed. 


How the Method Worked Out 


The draft, of course, would go forward 
and the European banker, not being ex- 
pected to pass upon the genuineness of 
the signature on the ladings, naturally 
accepted the draft and in due course de- 
livered the documents to the buyer, who 
received delivery of the goods upon ar- 
rival. Thus far no harm had been done, 
except that the drawers of the drafts had 
been practically borrowing funds on which 
they did not have to pay interest. Of 
course, it must be understood that the 
European buyer frequently had to wait a 
considerable length of time before the 
goods shipped against genuine bills of 
lading arrived, and on this account no 
suspicion was aroused, and the American 
firms, realizing their tremendous advan- 
tage in working on borrowed capital 
without paying interest on the same, grad- 
ually increased their transactions, and in 
the end, through speculation, they got 
into deep water, and negotiated such 
drawings amounting into the millions 
without buying and shipping the cotton. 
The drafts, having been accepted by the 
European banks, of course had to be hon- 
ored by them at maturity and they in 
turn collected from their clients wherever 
it was possible to do so. Some of the 
American banks, who had exchange in 


transit when the failure came, had to 
stand the loss to that extent. 


It was this fraud which stirred the 
European bankers and cotton buyers to 
such an extent that they decided not to 
accept any more drafts drawn by Amer- 
ican exporters of cotton without having 
the guaranty of the American buyers of 
the exchange, covering the genuineness of 
such bills of lading. Looking at it from 
their viewpoint we certainly cannot 
blame them. The American bankers, how- 
ever, decided that under no consideration 
could such a guaranty be furnished, espe- 
cially since the European bankers them- 
selves had established a precedent by no- 
tifying the American bankers that they 
would not be responsible for the genuine- 
ness of bills of lading delivered to them 
under our commercial letters of credit, 
covering imports to the United States. A 
rule which does not work both ways natur- 
ally does not appeal to the American 
banker, especially when it is proposed that 
the operation should be exclusively in 
favor of the other fellow. 


American Buyers of Foreign Exchange 
It might, of course, be argued and with 
success that the railroads and transporta- 
tion companies in foreign countries are 
more careful as well as strict with regard 
to the issuance of their documents. Un- 
der the circumstances the American bank- 
er has stronger ground for refusing to fur- 
nish a guaranty than have European 
bankers. We must, of course, keep in 
mind that the American buyers of for- 
eign exchange are not the banks of the 
South, but principally New York. Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia, St. Louis and Kansas 
City banks, and even though they should 
have been successful in securing from the 
Southern banks a guaranty for their own 
protection, the same would practically 
amount to very little or nothing when the 
amounts involved are considered. 
Guaranty Prohibited by National Act 
Aside from this it was concluded that 
the National Bank Act prohibits National 
banks from furnishing such a guaranty. 
On the other hand, however, the Ameri- 
ean foreign exchange buyers agreed with 
the European bankers and cotton men that 
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greater protection should be given al] con- 
cerned. This resulted in a conference be- 
ing held between a committee of Amer- 
ican foreign exchange men, bankers and 
representatives of the various railroads 
handling cotton, who together agreed up- 
on a method of officially validating bills 
of lading issued by agents of the rail- 
roads, under which special forms of vali- 
dating certificates must accompany bills 
of lading. These certificates are handled 
by the railroads in as careful a manner 
as are their unissued passenger tickets, 
and the methods employed by the auditor 
of the roads in checking the same are 
such that a fraud either through issuing 
bills of lading without having received 
the goods or the negotiaition of forged 
bills of lading should be impossible. 


Why European Bankers Yielded 


This, however, at first did not suit the 
European committee. Nevertheless, Eu- 
rope needs our cotton just as much as we 
need their money, and when the Euro- 
pean committee realized that they could 
not induce the American bankers-to fur- 
nish the guaranty requested they very 
diplomatically sidetracked the question, 
for the time being, by postponing the time 
when their decision should go into effect. 
The time limit has but recently been en- 
tirely eliminated... They have, however, 
submitted, and agreed upon, a plan of in- 
surance, which promises to work out. 


BIG BANKS OWN MORE BONDS 


Increase of holdings of securities by 
prominent national banks, as reflected by 
the last report to the comptroller reports, 
is regarded as one of the most significant 
developments of recent months. The First 
National of New York, for instance, shows 
an increase of $10,000,000 in holdings of 
securities as compared with a few months 
ago, and the National City of New York 
has increased its holdings by $3,000,000, 
while the Chase National shows an in- 
erease of $1,000,000. 


In spite of the fact that the bond de- 
partments of the Chicago banks in the 
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last two months have sold more bonds to 
individual customers than for some time 
previous, the amounts of bonds held by 
the banks have been largely increased. 
In the period from Nov. 11, 1910, to Jan. 
9, 1911, twelve state banks of Chicago 
show a combined increase of $5,446,589 in 
the market value of bonds owned. Five 
national banks

YEAR’S OUTPUT IN MUNICIPALS 


According to the Financial and Com- 
mercial Chronicle the total output of state, 
county and municipal bonds for the year 
1910 was $308,651,829, which compares 
with $339,424,560 for 1909 and $313,797,- 
549 for 1908. The total for the month just 
ended is, with the exception of 1909, the 
largest ever reported for December, while 
the aggregate for the twelve months of 
1910 is exceeded only by those of 1909 
and 1908.

It should be borne in mind that the 
above totals represent only new issues of 
long-term bonds put out by the states, 
counties and minor civil] divisions of the 
United States. During the month of De- 
cember, in addition to the $28,581,467 
long-term bonds mentioned above, there 
were negotiated, $26,052,991 temporary 
loans and $440,032 Canadian debentures, 
as well as $8,000,000 general fund bonds 
of New York City. For the year 1910 the 
total sales of these various loans were as 
follows: Canadian debentures, $86,528,113, 
compared with $106,497,519 in 1909; tem- 
porary loans, $248,945,542 in 1910, com- 
pared with $163,686,092, in 1909; and 
New York City general fund bonds, 
$17,000,000, against $16,750,000. Last 
year’s total of temporary loans includes 


26,854,062 ~ 


$214,037,277 revenue bonds of New York 
City. In 1909 only $127,560,940 of these 
bonds were issued. The City of New York 
in 1910 also sold $63,021,295 long-term 
bonds or corporate stock and $1,000 as- 
sessment bonds, these amounts being in- 
cluded in our total municipal bond sales 
above; in the preceding year the city dis- 
posed of $70,562,074 corporate stock and 
$2,004,000 assessment bonds. The city 
made only one public sale of corporate 
stock last year, that of $50,000,000 in 
March. In 1909 there were three public 
sales, $10,000,000 in March, $40,000,000 in 
June and $12,500, in December, making 
the total sold to the public that year 
$62,500,000. 


SELLS RARE COIN COLLECTION 


Probably the most complete collection 
of United States coins ever made was re- 
cently sold at auction in Philadelphia, and 
the owners are now scattered from ocean 
to ocean as well as in foreign countries. 
The collection was that of Major Richard 
Lambert, of New Orleans, who now is 82 
years old, and has made coins his chief 
hobby during the twenty-five years he has 
been in retirement. The collection con- 
tained several thousand coins, ranging in 
value from 35 cents to $200, its total value 
being computed at about $8,000. Nearly 
every kind of coin turned out of the 
United States mint was included, together 
with many coins issued by private bank- 
ing and trading firms in the pioneer days. 
Two Mormon $5 gold pieces, valued at $42 
and $35, respectively, and issued in 1845 
and 1850, were included among the latter. 
Many of the regular United States coins 
represented were never put into circula- 
tion and for that reason are extremely 
rare and valuable. The reasons for their 
never reaching the hands of the general 
public are interesting to note. In some 
cases the impressions were weak or mis- 
struck or the die cracked. — 


Major Lambert devoted his attention 
chiefly to the collection of coins of the 
United States, although he also owned a 
representative series of English crowns 
from Edward VI to Victoria. 
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ALDRICH FORMULATES PLAN 


(Continued from page 20.) 


It is proposed to charter the Reserve 
Association of America, which will be the 
principal fiscal agent of the government 
of the United States. The authorized cap- 
ital of the reserve association shall be 
approximately $300,000,000. The length 
of its charter shall be fifty years. The 
head office of the association shall be in 
Washington, D. C. 

The country shall be divided into fif- 
teen districts, and a branch of the reserve 
association shall be located in each dis- 
trict. The reserve association and its 
branches shall be exempt from state and 
local taxation, except in respect to taxes 
on real estate owned by it. 


Only National Banks Can Hold Stock 


Only National banks of the classes here- 
inafter provided for may subscribe to the 
capital stock of the reserve association. 
A National bank having a minimum capi- 
tal of at least $25,000 may subscribe to 
an amount of capital stock of the reserve 
association equal to 25 per cent of the 
stock of the subscribing National bank, 
and not less, and each of such subscrib- 
ing banks shall become a member of a 
local association as hereinafter provided 
for. 


Fifty per cent of the subscriptions to 
the capital stock of the reserve associa- 
tion shall be called in cash; the balance 
ef the subscriptions will remain a liabil- 
ity of the stowkholders, subject to call. 


Limitation on Ownership and Control 

Shares of the capital stock of the re- 
serve association will not be transferable 
and under no circumstances may they be 
owned by any corporation other than the 
subscribing National bank, or by any 
individual, nor may they be owned for 
any National bank in any other amount 
than in the proportion here provided. 

In the case of a National bank increas- 
ing its capital after it once becomes a 
subscriber to the stock of the reserve 
association the National bank shall there- 
upon subscribe for an additional amount 
of the capital stock of the reserve asso- 
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ciation equal to 20 per cent of the Na- 
tional bank’s increase of capital, paying 
therefor its then book value, but only 
half of this additional subscription will 
be called in cash, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided. 


Effect of Changes in Bank Capital 


In the event of a National bank which 
is a holder of the capital stock of the 
reserve association decreasing its capital, 
it shall surrender a proportionate amount 
of its holdings of the capital stock of the 
reserve association; or if a National bank 
goes into liquidation it shall surrender 
all its holdings of the capital stock of the 
reserve association. ; 5 

The capital of the reserve association 
so surrendered shall be canceled, and the 
National bank thus surrendering stock in 
the reserve association shall receive in 
payment therefor a sum equal to the then 
book value, as shown on the balance sheet 
of the reserve association of the stock 
so surrendered. 


Government and Stockholders Share 


The earnings of the reserve association 
shall be distributed’ in the following man- 
ner: 

After the payment of all expenses and 
taxes the stockholders shall receive 4 per 
cent. Further earnings shall be divided, 
one-half to go to surplus of the reserve 
association until that surplus shall amount 
to 20 per cent of the paid-in capital; one- 
fourth to go to the government of the 
United States, and one-fourth to the stock- 
holders; but when the stockholder’s divi- 
dends shall reach 5 per cent they shall re- 
ceive no additional dividend distributon. 

After the stockholders receive 5 per cent 
the earnings shall be divided, one-half to 
be added to the surplus of the reserve as- 
sociation and one-half to go to the govern- 
ment. ; 

After the stockholders receive 5 per cent 
per annum and the surplus of the reserve 
association amounts to 20 per cent of the 
paid-in capital, all excess earnings shall 
go to the government. The minimum divi- 
dends to the stockholders shall be cumula- 
tive. 


Recapitulation Shows Varied Interests 


The board of directors of a branch of 
the reserve association will thus be com- 
posed of: 


1. A group of directors equal in number 
to the number of local associations com- 
posing the district, and this group shall 
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be elected by the directors of the local as- 
sociation, each director having one vote. 

2. A group of directors having equal to 
two-thirds of the foregoing group and 
elected by stock representation. 

3. A group of directors equal in number 
to one-third of the first group, represent- 
ing the industrial, commercial, agricultural 
and other interests of the district and 
elected by the votes of the first two groups, 
each director thus voting having one vote. 

4. The manager of a branch shall be ex- 
officio a member of the board of directors 
of the branch and shall be chairman of the 
board. 


Methods for Selection of Directors 

The board of the reserve association 
shall consist of forty-five directors, and 
it shall‘ be composed in the following 
manner: 


1. Six ex-officio members, namely, the 
governor of the reserve association, who 
shall be chairman of the board; two deputy 
governors of the reserve association, the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor and the Comptroller 
of the Currency. 

2. Fifteen directors to be elected, one by 
the board of directors, of each branch of 
the reserve association. They shall be 
elected by ballot, each member of the 
branch board having one vote. 

3. Twelve directors, who shall be elected 
by voting representatives, one representing 
the banks embraced in each district. Each 
voting representative shall cast a number 
of votes equal to the number of shares in 
the reserve association held by all the 
banks in the district which he represents. 

4. The board as thus constituted shall 
select twelve additional members who shall 
fairly represent the industrial, commercial, 
agricultural, and other interests of the 
country and who shall not be officers of 
banks. 
considered as officers. 


Powers of Executive Committee 
Provisions for the selection of an ex- 
ecutive committee and the definition of 
its powers are as follows: 


The directors of the reserve association 
shall annually elect an executive commit- 
tee and such other committees as the by- 
laws of the reserve association may pro- 
vide. The executive committee shall consist 
of nine members, of which the governor of 
the reserve association shall be ex-officio 
chairman and the two deputies and the 
Comptroller of the Currency ex-officio 
members. 

Authority of the Executive Committee 


The executive committee shall have all 
the authority which is vested in the board 
of directors, except such aS may be spe- 
cifically delegated by the board to other 
committees or to the executive officers. 


Directors of banks shall not be. 


There shall be a board of supervision 
elected by the board of directors from 
among its number, of which the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall be ex-officio chair- 
man. 


Powers of the Executive Officers 


The executive officers of the reserve as- 
sociation shall consist of a governor, two 
deputy governors, a secretary and such 
subordinate officers as may be provided by 
the by-laws. 


The governor and deputy governors shall 
be selected by the President of the United 
States from a list submitted by the board 
of directors. The governor shall be subject 
to removal by the President of the United 
States for cause. The term of office of the 
deputies shall be seven years, but the two 
deputies first appointed shall be for terms 
of four years and seven years, respectively. 

In the absence of the governor or his in- 
ability to act, the deputy who is senior in 
point of service shall act as governer. 


Management of the Various Branches 


Each branch shall have a manager and 
a deputy manager. They shall be ap- 
pointed by the governor of the reserve as- 
sociation, with the approval of the execu- 
tive committee. The powers and duties of 
the manager and deputy manager and of 
the various committees of the branches 
shall be prescribed by the by-laws of the 
reserve association. 


Guaranty of Commercial Paper 


Provision for the guaranty of commer- 
cial paper by the local groups of banks is 
made as follows: 


Any member of a local association may 
apply to that local association for a guar- 
anty of the commercial paper which it de- 
sires to rediscount at the branch of the 
reserve association in its district. 

Any such bank receiving a guaranty 
from a local association shall pay a com- 
mission to the local association, to be 
fixed from time to time by the board of 
directors of that local association. 

.The guaranty of the members of the 
local association, in the event of loss, 
shall be met by the members of the local 
association in the proportion to the ratio 
which their capital and surplus bears to 
the aggregate capital and surplus of the 
local association, and the commission re- 
ceived for such guaranty, after the pay- 
ment of losses and expenses, shall be dis- 
tributed among the several banks of the 
local association in the same proportion. 


Can Require Additional Security 


A local association shall have authority 
to require additional security from any 
bank offering paper for guaranty, or may 
decline to grant the application. 
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The total amount of guaranties by a 
local association to the reserve associa- 
tion shall not at any time exceed the ag- 
gregate capital and surplus of the banks 
forming the guaranteeing association. 

All the privileges and advantages of the 
reserve association shall be equitably ex- 
tended to every national bank of any of 
the classes herein defined who shall sub- 
scribe to its proportions of the stock of 
the re-obligations—that is, obligations 
having not more than one year to run— 
of the United States, or of any state, or 
of certain foreign governments to be 
named in the act. 


To Have Power to Deal in Gold Coin and 
Bullion 


The reserve association shall have power 
at home and abroad to deal in gold coin 
or bullion, to grant loans thereon and to 
contract for loans of gold coin or bullion, 
giving, when necessary, acceptable secur- 
ity for their repayment. 

The reserve association shall have power 
to purchase from its depositors and to 
sell, with or without its indorsement, 
checks or bills of exchange payable in 
England, France or Germany, and in such 
%ther foreign countries as the board of 
the reserve association may decide. 


Restricts Bills of Exchange 


These bills of exchange must arise from 
commercial transactions and be of a ma- 
turity not exceeding ninety days, and shall 
bear the signatures of at least three re- 
sponsible parties, of which the last one 
shall be that of a depositing bank. 

The reserve association shall have power 
to open and maintain banking accounts in 
foreign countries and to establish agencies 
in foreign countries, for the purpose of 
purchasing and _ selling and _ collecting 
foreign bills of exchange, and it shall 
have authority to buy and sell, through 
such agencies, prime foreign bills of ex- 
change arising from commercial trans- 
actions, running for a period not exceed- 
ing ninety days and bearing the signa- 
tures of two or more responsible parties. 


May Rediscount Notes 


With reference to rediscounting the 


plan provides: 


First.—Whenever, in the opinion of the 
governor of the reserve association, the 
public interests so require, such opinion 
to be concurred in by the executive com- 
mittee of the reserve association and to 
have the definite approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, the reserve associa- 
tion may discontinue the direct obligation 
of a depositing bank indorsed by its local 
association, provided that the indorsement 
of the local association shall be fully 
secured by the pledge and deposit with it 
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of satisfactory securities, which shall be 
held by the local association for account 
of the reserve association; but in no such 
case shall the amount loaned by the re- 
serve association exceed two-thirds of the 
actual value of the securities so pledged. 
The rate of discount of the reserve as- 
sociation, which shall be uniform through- 
out the United States, shall be fixed from 


time to time by the executive committee. 
Second.—The reserve association may, 


whenever its own condition and the gen- 
eral financial conditions warrant such in- 
vestment, purchase to a limited amount 
from a depositing bank acceptances of 
banks or houses of unquestioned financial 
responsibility. Such acceptances must 
arise from commercial transactions and 
have a maturity not exceeding ninety days, 
and must be of a character generally 
known in the market as prime bills. Such 
acceptances shall also bear the indorse- 
ment of the depositing bank selling the 
same, which indorsement must be other 
than that of the acceptor. 


Regulations for the Issuance of Notes 


The taking over by the reserve asso- 
ciation of the note issue power is pro- 
vided for as follows: 

There is hereafter to be no further issue, 
beyond the amount now outstanding, of 
bank notes by national banks. National 
banks may, if they choose, maintain their 
present note issue, but whenever a bank 
retires the whole or any part of its exist- 
ing issue it will permanently surrender 
its right to reissue the notes so retired. 


The reserve association must, for a 
period of one year, offer to purchase at a 
price not less than par and accrued inter- 
est the 2 per cent bonds now held by na- 
tional banks and deposited to secure their 
circulating notes. The reserve association 
shall take over these bonds with the ex- 
isting currency privilege attached and as- 
sume responsibility for the redemption 
(upon presentation) of outstanding notes 
secured thereby. 


Replace Bond Circulation with Notes 


The reserve association shall issue, on 
the terms herein provided, its own notes 
as fast as the outstanding notes secured 
by such bonds so held shall be presented 
for redemption, it being the policy of the 
United States to retire as rapidly as pos- 
sible, consistent with the public interests, 
bond-secured circulation and to substitute 
therefor notes of the reserve association 
of a character and secured and redeemed 
in the manner provided for in this act. 


Federal Securities to Be Purchased 


The reserve association agrees to hold, 
for a period of not less than ten years, 
the bonds so purchased, or any govern- 
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ment security which may be exchanged 
for them by refunding or otherwise. The 
reserve association, however, shall have 
the right, with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, after two years to 
dispose annually of $50,000,000 of the 
bonds held by it to secure circulation. 


The government reserves the right at 
all times to purchase at par from the 
reserve association, through the trustees 
of the postal-savings bank or otherwise, 
any or all of such bonds so held. 


Provides for Exchange of U. S. Bonds 


If the government should adopt the pol- 
icy of issuing securities at a higher rate 
of interest than 2 per cent, the reserve as- 
sociation shall have the right to exchange 
at par the government bonds which it may 
have acquired from the national banks 
previously held by them to secure circula- 
tion for any bonds bearing interest at a 
rate not exceeding 3 per cent, but in that 
event the amount of annual taxes to be 
paid on notes based upon such new securi- 
ties shall be as much greater as the in- 
terest rate of the new securities shall ex- 
ceed 2 per cent. 

To illustrate: If the government should 
decide hereafter to issue a 2% per cent 
bond, the rate of taxation on currency is- 
sued by the reserve association thereon 
would be 1 per cent, instead of one-half 
of 1 per cent, as on the existing 2s, and 
upon a 3 per cent bond the rate of taxa- 
tion would be 1% per cent. 


Authority for Circulating Medium 


The whole or any part of the first $100,- 
000,000 of such additional notes shall pay 
to the government an annual tax of 3 per 
cent; above $100,000,000 and not more than 
$200,000,000 may be issued at an annual 
tax of 4 per cent; above $200,000,000 and 
not more than $300,000,000 may be issued 
at an annual tax of 5 per cent; all above 
$300,000,000 shall pay an annual tax of 6 
per cent. 

All note issues of the reserve association 
must be covered to the extent of at least 
one-third by gold or other lawful money, 
and the remaining portion by bonds of the 
United States or bankable commercial 
paper as here defined, or both. It should 
be provided either that the reserve asso- 
ciation may also hold in its reserve for- 
eign gold or that the treasury will issue 
gold certificates against foreign coin. 

The notes are to constitute a first lien 
upon all the assets of the reserve associa- 
tion, and adequate provision must be made 
for their immediate redemption in lawful 
money on presentation at the head office 


of the reserve association or any of its 
branches. 


Where Reserve Association Notes Pass 


The notes of the reserve association shall 
be received at par in payment of all taxes, 
excises and other dues to the United States, 
and for all salaries and other debts and 
demands owing by the United States to 
individuals, corporations or associations, 
except obligations of the government 
which are by their terms specifically pay- 
able in gold, and for all debts due from 
or by one national bank to another, and 
for all obligations due to a national bank. 

The reserve association shall at once, 
upon application and without charge for 
transportation, forward its circulating 
notes to any depositing bank against its 
credit balance. 


National Savings and Trust Features 


This plan provides for the establish- 
ment of a new class of National banks, 
to be known by a specifically designated 
name. Such banks may have savings 
departments and may make _ properly 
secured loans on real estate, such loans to 
be restricted to a certain proportion of 
the aggregate time and savings deposits 
in the bank. . The reserve requirement in 
such banks will be less against savings 
and time deposits than against demand 
deposits. 

Another class of National banks author- 
ized, will be in effect National trust 
companies, to be designated by some 
appropriate name and to exercise all the 
functions and have all the privileges, in- 
cluding length of charter, which are given 
to trust companies by the laws of the 
various states. These national institu- 
tions shall be subject, like other National 
banks, to inspection and examination by 
the national government. 


No Reserve Percentage Change 


Under this plan there will be no change 
in the percentage of reserve required by 
law to be held against demand deposits 
by National banks, except as otherwise 
provided herein, but the deposit balance 
of any National bank in the reserve 
association shall be counted as a part of 
its legal reserve. 
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Illinois bankers have started a cam- 
paign which may be far-reaching if the 
plans outlined at the meeting of the com- 
mittee on soil improvement of the Bank- 
ers’ Association of Illinois are carried 
out. This committee laid the foundation 
for and tentatively, at least, outlined a 
campaign for the preservation and im- 
provement of the soil of the state, a cam- 
paign which is so comprehensive as to 
include great possibilities in an educa- 
tional line. Ohio, Indiana, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota have already undertaken a 
campaign of this kind for the protection 
of the soil against depletion through the 
failure to restore those elements which 
the continuous growing of crops takes 
from it and although Illinois is rich in 
the character of her land yet the yield 
per acre is far less than it should be, con- 
sidering those advantages. The bankérs 
recognize this and hence at the last con- 
vention of the Bankers’ Association a 
committee on agriculture composed of B. 
F. Harris, Champaign, chairman; W. G. 
Edens, Chicago, secretary; Harry Schir- 
ding, Petersburg; William George, Auro- 
ra, and George Pasfield, Jr., Springfield. 


Secretary Edens has made inquiry 
among the bankers to ascertain what pro- 
portion of the membership owned land 
and found that 435 officers and directors 
of banks in Illinois owned land and that 
the aggregate holdings of land by bank- 
ers is in excess of 325,000 acres. 

But aside from the work of the com- 
mittee on soil improvement this mid-win- 
ter session of the Illinois Bankers’ execu- 
tive council session at Chicago was on 
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the twentieth anniversary of the state 
bankers’ association, so the executive 
council invited the vice presidents of the 
association, past presidents and the group 
officers to attend. The executive council 
met in the assembly room of the First 
National Bank in the afternoon and at 
night a reception and dinner took -place. 

The officers of the state association are 
composed of President, E. E. Crabtree of 
Jacksonville; Vice-President, B. F. Harris 
of Champaign; Chairman of the Executive 
Council, J. D. Phillips, Green Valley; Sec- 
retary, R. L. Crampton, Chicago; Treas- 
urer, F. M. Lockwood, Kankakee; Chair- 
man of the Legislative Committee, E. J.

The Iowa Bankers’ Association has un- 
dertaken a campaign to secure a modifi- 
eation of the laws of taxation in that 
state. A circular letter recently sent out 


by the legislative committee says: 


(50) 
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It is quite generally conceded that one 
of the reasons for the decrease in the 
population of the State of Iowa is some 
of its unreasonable and unjust laws cov- 
ering taxation. Almost every banker in 
Iowa knows of people who have left his 
community and take up their residence 
where the tax on moneys and credits is 
more equitable. The modification of our 
tax laws is one of the important questions 
that will be considered at the coming ses- 
sion of the legislature. We know of none 
who could be more deeply interested in 
this question than the banker, and we 
earnestly recommend that you take an in- 
terest in the subject. 

It is currently reported that the tax 
ferrets are planning to invade the banks 
of this state. On the 20th of last month, a 
bank in Dubuque was forced to go into 
court at the instigation of the tax ferrets. 
Other banks in this state have been vic- 
tims of these agents, who are out for the 
15 per cent commission. This ferret law 
has become so obnoxious that there is 
quite a strong sentiment for its repeal at 
the coming session of the legislature, and 
a bill for that purpose will be introduced 
early in the session. In the interest of 
the tax ferrets a bill will be introduced 
making it compulsory for every county to 
employ a tax ferret. In our judgment, the 
bankers of this state can do their com- 
munities and the state no greater service 
than to take an active interest in secur- 
ing the repeal of this obnoxious tax ferret 
law and the enactment of a more just and 
fair modification of our taxation system. 
Your most effective efforts will be by con- 
ference as soon as possible with your local 
senator and representative and getting 
them interested along these lines.

At the recent convention of the Mon- 
tana Bankers’ Association the address of 
its president, W. G. Conrad, was largely 
devoted to the necessity tor helping the 
farmer. He said: ; 

We have lost nearly all of our large 


cattle ranges, they have been turned into 
farms, and our sheep ranges are being 
curtailed to a great extent. We must now 
look to the farmer for our business, and 
right here I want to say that it is not only 
for the interest of our state, but the duty 
of all banks established in our farming 
districts to help out the farmer. I know 
this from experience. Twenty years ago 
I started a bank at Kalispell, Mont., with 
my brother, C. E. Conrad, one of the kind- 
est hearted bankers that ever lived in 
Montana, who would help out a fellow in 
distress before he would a millionaire. 


We loaned the farmers there on their 
160-acre farms $500 to $1,000 each, and 
they prospered beyond all expectations. 
To keep down our loans and have money 
enough to go around we tried to make 
them believe their lands were not worth 
more than $5 to $10 per acre. You will 
remember the state at that time was offer- 
ing to sell their best farm land at $10, 
with but little success. Now their farms 
are valued at $50 to $100 per acre, and 
instead of those people being borrowers 
they are depositors. 


I want to tell you of one instance: My 
brother loaned a new settler $700 in the 
spring to buy horses; the next February 
he had to his credit in the bank $7,000 that 
he made by farming the first year he came 
to the country, and he claimed he could 
not have done anything without the $700. 
I hope the new banks that are being es- 
tablished in the farming districts will 
help out any farmer that arrives and take 
up land, that he thinks entitled to a loan. 
We are doing now at Conrad just as we 
did at Kalispell twenty years ago. 


I know bankers prefer to loan to large 
business men and big companies, even at 
a lower rate of interest, but they can get 
money elsewhere, and I think it is our 
duty to help out the new settler, and all 
who represent legitimate enterprises 
tending to the development and building 
up of our state, it makes no differen-e 
how small the beginning. 


Help educate the farmer to know how 
to cultivate the soil; we can do this by 
helping the farmers to hold conventions 
in our cities during the winter months; at 
a small expense we can get Professors 
Shaw or Campbell to come and tell them 
how to dry farm; also I. G. O’Donnell to 
teach them how to raise alfalfa, the great- 
est hay crop that we have. 


I know of farmers in the vicinity of 
Conrad who this year have raised thirty 


‘odd bushels of wheat per acre on dry 


land, and their neighbors adjoining them 
have crops hardly worth cutting, ten 
bushels or less, just simply because they 
did not know how to farm. All our wealth 
comes from the soil and we should learn 
the best and most economical way to 
obtain it. 
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The National City Bank of Chicago has 
voted to increase its capital stock $500,000 
to $2,000,000.

The Peoples State Bank of Detroit, Mich., 
has issued a unique business calendar for 
1911-12 indicating laws regarding days of 
grace, interest rates and banking holidays. 


The First National Bank of Brooklyn 
declared an extra dividend of 2 per cent 
in addition to the regular quarterly dis- 
tribution of 2 per cent, both payable 
January 3. 


Lloyd A. Frost has resigned as Trust 
Officer of the International Trust Company 
of Boston, having been elected Secretary 
and Director of the Shawmut Commercial 
Paper Company of Boston. 


T. Coleman du Pont, president of the 
E. I. du Pont de Nemours Powder Com- 
pany, has been elected a director of the 
Fourth Street National Bank of Phila- 
delphia. 


Kuhn, Loeb & Co. of New York an- 
nounces that it has granted single power 


of attorney to Jerome J. Hanauer, who has 
heretofore held the firm’s joint power of 
attorney. 


Union Trust Company of Chicago direc- 
tory now has ten members, instead of nine, 
as heretofore. Two of the three new di- 
rectors elected succeed B. Frank Lawrence 
and H. A. Blair. 


Birmingham, Ala., is to have a new 
sixteen-story bank building to be built as 
the home for the American Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank. The new edifice will cost up- 
ward of $500,000. 


The San Angelo Bank and Trust Com- 
pany of San Angelo, Tex., recently finished 
its new six-story building and now occu- 
pies it. A reception was given to its pa- 
trons and friends January 2. 


The Waco State Bank of Waco, Tex., 
sent its patrons a twentieth century New 
Year’s greeting in the form of a calendar 
containing maturity dates for thirty, sixty 
and ninety day paper. 


George B. Case, of the law firm of White 
& Case, has been elected a director of the 
American Exchange National Bank of New 
York. Mr. Case also has been elected 
to the directorate of the Liberty National 
Bank. 


A novel form of advertising—a keyless 
pocket watch bank—is being used to at- 
tract savings accounts by the Colonial 
Trust Company of Pittsburg with great 
success. This campaign in this connec- 
tion has been a most interesting one. 


The First National Bank of Tulsa, Okla., 
shows deposits in excess of three-quarters 
of a million with loans and discounts of 
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$540,000, and cash, sight exchange and 
demand loans of approximately $245,000. 
The bank has some 2,200 depositors and 
is in a healthy condition. The officers are 
J. W. Orr, President; M. F. Knight and 
J. H. Simmons, Vice-Presidents; W. E. 
Godon, Cashier; and A. F. Hendren and 
W. L. Wall, Assistant Cashiers. 


The Commercial Bank of Vancouver, 
at Vancouver, Wash., closed. State Bank 
Examiner J. L. Mohundro is in charge. 
The suspension is said to be due to large 
investments in realty and the bank’s in- 
ability to realize immediately on its securi- 
ties. The bank was organized in 1888. 


With the payment of a quarterly divi- 
dend of 3% per cent, the First National 
Bank of Paterson, N. J., has paid out 112 
dividends to its stockholders, amounting 
to $2,039,500 since organization. The cap- 
ital stock is $500,000; surplus and profits, 
$665,050. Edward T. Bell, President, and 
Whitfield N. Smith, Cashier. 


In an opinion given to New York State 
Comptroller Williams, State Attorney-Gen- 
eral Edward R. O’Malley decides that 
transfers of voting trust certificates from 
one holder to another constitute a transfer 
of the shares of stock within the meaning 
of the stock transfer act, and are therefore 
subject to the tax. 


B. J. Rhame of Sumter, S. C., has been 
appointed by Governor Ansel to succeed 
Giles L. Wilson, resigned, as State Bank 
Examiner of South Carolina. The appoint- 
ment took effect January 10. Mr. Giles 
resigns to become a National Bank Ex- 
aminer. His district will cover South Car- 
olina and northern Georgia. 


E. Elmer Foye and Chester B. Humphrey 
have been elected Vice-Presidents of the 
Old Colony Trust Company of Boston. 
Mr. Foye has been manager of the credit 
department of the institution, while Mr. 
Humphrey had served in the office of 
Secretary, in which post he is succeeded 
by S. Parkman Shaw, Jr. 

J. & W. Seligman & Co. have received 
news of the sudden death in Paris of Max 
Hellman, senior member of the Paris bank- 
ing firm of Seligman Freres et Cie. Mr. 
Hellman was in his seventy-fourth year. 
The Paris branch of the Seligmans was 
established in 1864 by Mr. Hellman and 
William Seligman, who died just a year 
ago. 


The daintiest Christmas card of many 
issued by banks is that of the Mellon Na- 
tional Bank of Pittsburgh, Pa. A water- 


color reminiscent of the season adorns the 
cover, with this pretty sentiment embossed 
in gold letters: “Happy days, and many.” 
The folded page inside has in relief the 
coat-of-arms of this banking institution 
and the simple inscription: “Mellon Na- 
tional Bank—with Christmas greetings 
and sincere good wishes for a happy and 
prosperous new year.” The card was made 
in England and is in such good taste as a 
printed example of bank advertising that 
comment on it seems appropriate. 


At a recent meeting of the directors of 
the International Banking Corporation 
Edwin Hawley was elected a Vice-Presi- 
dent and H. T. S. Green General Manager. 
Mr. Green was fdr many years in the 
service of the Hong Kong & Shanghai 
Banking Corporation, and later with the 
the London, Paris & American Bank of 
San Francisco. 


Joseph B. Martindale, Vice-President of 
the Chemical National Bank of New York 
City, was elected President of the institu- 
tion recently, to succeed William H. Porter, 
who resigns to become a member of the 
firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. Herbert K. 
Twitchell, heretofore Assistant Cashier of 
the bank, has been appointed Vice-Presi- 
dent. 


The Security Savings Bank of Los An- 
geles, an institution with a capital of 
$1,000,000 and surplus and profits of $850,- 
000, and aggregate deposits of nearly 
$28,000,000, loans of $19,815,000 and cash 
and sight exchange of $4,937,000, having 
58,485 active open accounts, recently had 
prepared for distribution a handsomely 
leather-bound booklet containing the Cali- 
fornia banking laws. 


The Bank of Nova Scotia (head office 
Halifax), which several months ago in- 
creased its capital from $3,000,000 to $5,- 
000,000, has decided to increase its paid-in 
capital from $3,000,000 to $4,000,000. The 
subscription price, it is stated, has been 
fixed at $286 per share, and the present 
shareholders are to be given the right to 
subscribe in proportion to their existing 
holdings. 


The National Shawmut Bank of Boston, 
which has been paying dividends of 10 per 
cent per annum since October, 1908, has 
increased the rate to 12 per cent per an- 
num. Prior to the adoption of the 10 per 
cent rate, the bank had paid 8 per cent 
for several years, the stock having been 
placed on that basis in January, 1906, 
when it was raised from 6 per cent. The 
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institution has a capital of $3,500,000 and 
surplus and profits in the neighborhood of 
$5,360,000. 


State Bank Commissioner Vivian M. 
Lewis of New Jersey, who last August 
temporarily withheld his approval of the 
application to organize the American 
Trust Company of Morristown, N. J., has 
finally approved the request of the organ- 
izers, and a charter for the institution has 
been granted. With regard to his previous 
action, Mr. Lewis was quoted as stating 
that, while he was satisfied that the in- 
corporators were men having the respect 
and confidence of the people of Morris- 
town, he failed to find any lack of banking 
facilities in the community. 


Bank Commissioner Dolley of Kansas 
has decided that national banks holding 
deposits for state institutions must sub- 
mit to examinations by the state banking 
department, and in addition pay for such 
examinations. The national banks have 
been notified of this decision, and in case 
of refusal to submit to abide by the rul- 
ing, their authority to serve as reserve 
agent will be revoked. 


Edward Cudahy was elected a director 
to fill the vacancy in the Continental and 
Commercial National Bank caused by the 
death of Michael Cudahy; and Robert J. 
Dunham was elected to the board to fill 
another vacancy. Henry Botsford, George 
E. Roberts and William C. Seipp resigned 
from the board. All officers were re-elect- 
ed, with the exception of ‘Chairman Potter, 
who resigned, and that office was abol- 
ished by the Continental and Commercial 
Trust of Chicago. 


At the meeting of the New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce this week James G. Can- 
non, President of the Fourth National 
Bank, was elected Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, to succeed the late George 
F. Seward; Frank A. Vanderlip, President 
of the National City Bank, was chosen 
Chairman of the Committee on Finance 
and Currency to replace Mr. Cannon, and 
Paul M. Warburg was made a member of 
this latter committee. 


Literary Remittances by a banker is the 
latest contribution to banking literature. 
It is published by. the Financier Publishing 
Company and is brim full of information 
worth knowing. It is pointed out that 
“the business of banking is now recog- 
nized to be a business of credits more than 
it is of handling actual money. The cred- 
its of the business and banking of this 
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country form a constantly flowing river, 
far larger in comparison than the Mis- 
sisssippi, the Yukon or the Amazon. Each 
bank is a tributary stream and the paying 
teller’s department is the mouth of the 
stream. But the stream is not a body of 
currency— it is liquid credit or cash items, 
checks, notes, etc. For example, the total 
amount of checks paid on one day recently 
in one of the large New York banks was 
more than 73 million dollars, but of that 
vast amount only a little more than 
$1,750,000 was paid in currency.” 


California in the year 1910 shows a 
growth of nearly $50,000,090 in deposits; 
a loan expansion of some $52,000,000, while 
total resources of her banks increased 
some $68,000,000, lifting the total re- 
sources and liabilities of the banks above 
the one billion dollar mark. The per 
capita of savings deposits based on re- 
cent census figures is $143, while the total 
savings deposits in state and national 
banks aggregate $343,116,230. 


Frank L. Hilton, Charles E. Mitchell and 
Frank W. Black relinquished their re- 
spective positions in the Trust Company 
of America of New York on February 1, 
to form a new partnership for the han- 
dling of investment securities. Mr. Hilton 
was Secretary of the company, Mr. 
Mitchell was Assistant to the President of 
the Trust Company, and Mr. Black was 
Auditor. Mr. Hilton has been in the com- 
pany’s service fourteen years, Mr. Mitchell 
seven years and Mr. Black sixteen years. 


H. M. Byllesby & Co. of Chicago has ac- 
quired control of a number of additional 
public utility properties in California, in- 
cluding two important water power devel- 
opments and several water power sites not 
yet developed. The principal local plants 
purchased consist of the electric and gas 
properties formerly owned by the Stock- 
ton Gas and Electric Corporation, at 
Stockton; the electric light and power 
business at Richmond, and the gas and 
electric properties at Eureka. 


The Fidelity Trust Company of Tacoma, 
oldest in the State of Washington, shows 
a marked increase during the past year in 
its resources. This institution is enjoying 
all the advantages of its newly remodeled 
building, which, with its safe deposit 
vaults, etc., make it one of the most com- 
plete in the state. John S. Baker is Presi- 
dent, J. C. Ainsworth and P. C. Kauffman, 
Vice-Presidents; Arthur G. Pritchard, 
Cashier, and George E. Dixon, Assistant 
Cashier. 
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The National Commercial Bank of Al- 
bany, N. Y., one of the largest reserve 
banks in the state outside of New York 
City, has total deposits of $20,310,143. 
The institution, which is headed by Robert 
C. Pruyn, has a capital of $1,000,000, sur- 
plus of $1,500,000 and undivided profits of 
$208,827. In the bank’s management Mr. 
Pruyn has the assistance of John E. 
Walker and James H. Perkins, Vice- 
Presidents; Edward J. Hussey, 
and Walter W. Batchelder and Jacob H. 
Herzog, Assistant Cashiers. 


The annual statement of the Columbia 
Trust Company of New York City reveals 
satisfactory growth and profits during the 
past year. The. deposits have increased 
more than $1,500,000 and the undivided 
profits over $150,000, now amounting to 
$691,108. This increase, added to divi- 
dends, shows earnings of 23 per cent for 
the year. Its President is Willard V. 
King, who was a member of the Hughes 
committee for investigating speculation 
on exchanges. Howard Bayne, Vice-Presi- 
dent, is a son of S. G. Bayne, Presdent of 
the Seaboard National Bank, and L. W. 
Wiggin, a brother of the Vice-President of 
the Chase National Bank, is Secretary. 


The second annual convention of the 
officers and employes of H. M. Byllesby & 
Co., engineers and managers of public util- 
ity plants, occurred in Chicago, January 17 
with an attendance of 250 delegates. Forty 
cities in twelve western and southern 
states were represented. Following an ad- 
dress of welcome by President Byllesby 
the convention, with F. H. Tidnam of Ok- 
lahoma City presiding as chairman, settled 
down to a four days’ consideration of a 
program* composed of professional and 
technical papers. 


Through a change of name the well- 
known banking firm of N. W. Harris 
& Co. of New York became Harris, 
Forbes & Co. last month. Allen B. Forbes, 
whose name appears in the company’s 
title, has been the managing partner of 
the New York office for the last ten years. 
N. W. Harris and all the present partners 
continue as members of the firm, and 
there will not be any change in the policy 
of the concern. The other resident New 
York partners are Arthur M. Harris, Lloyd 
W. Smith, Everett B. Sweezy and Charles 
W. Beall. 


Among the new directors in New York 
banks and trust companies were some

prominent men, E. G. Snow, president of 
the Home Insurance Company, having been 
added to the directorate of the American 
Exchange; Edward R. Carhart, president 
of the New York Produce Exchange, to the 
Battery Park, and H. Elmer Gibbs of the 
well-known mereantile house of Mills & 
Gibbs to the directorate of the Bank of 
the Metropolis. The election of Stanley 
Field of Marshall Field & Co., Chicago, to 
the Mechanics and Metals Bank was an- 
other interesting feature of the elections. 


A profit-sharing system in the interest 
of employes somewhat out of the ordinary 
among banking institutions has been 
adopted by the People’s Trust Company of 
Brooklyn. In the past the company has 
been accustomed to distribute a certain 
amount in cash among its employes at 
Christmas time, this usually representing 
a certain percentage of their annual sala- 
ries. In the opinion of the company the 
purpose of this distribution should be to 
encourage saving, and the conclusion has 
therefore been reached that the interests 
of the company and its employes would 
best be served by a plan which would help 
the employes to become stockholders of 
the company. For this reason, the present 
year, instead of distributing cash, it has 
been decided to set aside an amount equal 
to 10 per cent of the employes’ annual 
salaries, and to invest this in stock of the 
company and divide it among the em- 
ployes. 


John J. P. Odell, formerly President of 
Bankers’ Association and 
also formerly head of the Union National 
Bank of Chicago, which was merged in 
the First National Bank, died recently at 
Boulder, Colo., where he had made his 
hime for several years past. Mr. Odell 
was born in Eastport, Me., sixty-three 
years ago. He located in Chicago in 1865, 
a year later, entering the employ of the 
Union National Bank as bookkeeper, and 
finally advancing to its presidency in 1890. 
He was President of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association in 1894. 


An amalgamation of the United Empire 
Bank of Canada (head office, Toronto) 
and the Union Bank of Canada (head 
office, Quebec) has been approved by the 
directors of the two institutions. It is 
stated that the Union Bank will take over 
all the assets and liabilites of the United 
Empire Bank, which was organized in 
1906 and has about twenty branches all in 
Ontario, with an office in London. The 
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United Empire Bank had a paid-in capital 
of $559,523 on November 30, 1910, when 
deposits were $2,280,228. The Union Bank 
has a paid-in capital of $4,000,000; its No- 
vember 30 statement showed a reserve ac- 
count of $2,400,000, deposits, interest bear- 
ing and non-interest bearing, of $37,409,- 
682, and aggregate assets of $47,455,827. 


A merger of the Third National Bank of 
Baltimore and the National Bank of Balti- 
more has been effected, the enlarged Na- 
tional Bank of Baltimore, which is the 
name of the continuing institution, having 
commenced business. Early last month 
announcement was made of the offer by 
Middendorf, Williams & Co. of $150 per 
share for the stock of the National Bank 
of Baltimore, the firm, it was stated, hav- 
ing acted in behalf of the Third National 
Bank, in which it acquired a large interest 
during the summer. Not less than 8,100 
share of stock of the National Bank of 
Baltimore (capital $1,210,700) were so- 
licited at the offer named, and it is under- 
stood that considerably more than that 
number have been taken over by the new 
interests. James L. McLane retires as 
President of the National Bank of Balti- 
more, and T. Roland Thomas, who was 
President of the Third National, has been 
elected President of the new National Bank 
of Baltimore, the directorate of which 
now consists of Mr. Thomas, R. Lancaster 
Williams, of Middendorf, Williams & Co., 
William Lanahan, Louis F. Young, W. B. 
Duke, John Hinckley and Nathan R. Gor- 
ter. The membershp of the board will be 
twenty-five, the directors of the Third Na- 
tional being added to the board. The 
Third National will also formally be 
placed in voluntary liquidation. 


Some important changes have taken 
place in the New York bank as a result of 
this week’s stockholders’ meetings and 
election of officials. The most important 
probably is the retirement of A. Barton 
Hepburn as president of the Chase National 
Bank and his election as chairman of the 
board, while A. Wiggins succeeds to the 
presidency. Mr. Hepburn is president of 
the New York clearing-house. Valentine 
P. Snyder retired from the presidency of 
the National Bank of Commerce of New 
York. Among the other more important 
developments among the banks here is the 
election of Messrs. Case, Maxwell and 
Reicks to the Liberty National directorate 
to succeed the late J. Rogers Maxwell, 
George F. Baker and Frederick G. Bourne. 
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The two last named are retiring from some 
of their activities. 


Ira F. Harris, cashier of the Indian Head 
National Bank of Nashua, N. H., has had 
compiled in book form a most delightful 
account of his trip as delegate to the first 
annual convention of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association held in Los Angeles. The 
book is well named “A Royal Round From 
Ocean to Ocean,” as from a perusal of the 
book it is gathered that the bankers, who 
were fortunate enough to travel on the 
“train de luxe,” were given a royal time 
during the entire trip. Each place visited 
en route is mentioned in order, and in 
many cases very interesting statistics re- 
garding the places are given. All in all, 
the book makes interesting reading, and 
particularly so to those who were co- 
travelers. 


Net profits for the year of $1,823,172 are 
shown by the First National Bank of Chi- 
cago in its forty-seventh annual statement 
issued under date of January 3. Of this 
$1,140,000 was applied in dividends (at 12 
per cent), thus leaving $683,172 to be added 
to the balance of $241,905 standing to the 
credit of the profit and loss account the 
previous year, and enabling the bank to 
carry forward as undivided profits $925,- 
077. The report shows deposits of $107,- 
526,039 and total assets of $133,043,017. 
President James B. Forgan announces that 
since the last report two divdends of 10 
per cent each have been received on the 
First National’s participation in the liqui- 
dation of the Chicago National Bank, the 
Equitable Trust Company and the Home 
Savings Bank, which, with | previous 
amounts charged off, reduced its book 
value to a comparatively small amount, 
which the directors have charged to con- 
tingent account, thus eliminating it entire- 
ly from the current assets of the bank. The 
First Trust & Savings Bank’s participation 
was similarly eliminated from its current 
assets in 1908. The net profits of the latter 
for the past year were $940,605, which, 
after the payment of the usual dividends 
(at 16 per cent) added $560,605 to the profit 
and loss account, increasing it to $1,150,- 
230. From this there has been transferred 
$500,000 to the capital account and $500,- 
000 to the surplus account during the year, 
leaving a balance to be carried forward of 
$150,230. The Frist Trust & Savings Bank 
has a capital of $2,500,000 and a surplus 
of $3,000,000. Its assets aggregate $55,- 
835,835. The First National has a capital 
and surplus of $10,000,000 each.
